The City Council of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, met in regular session and was 
called to order by Mayor Bowerman. 


Present: Councilmen Baryames, Belen, 
Bradshaw, Brooks, Milks, Peck, Perrin, 
Preuss-——8.

The Clerk announced that a quorum of 
the Council was present. 


Invocation was given by Councilman 
Belen. 


The record of the previous session was 
approved as printed. 


Mayor Bowerman presented Gail B. Foltz, 
Deputy City Controller a watch for com- 
pleting 35 years of service to the City of 
Lansing.

As a new year begins, it is well that we 
in city government pause to take a look at 
where we have been, where we are now, 
and where we intend to go during the next 
12 months. 


The year of 1961 has been an eventful 
one for Lansing city government, with 
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many changes taking place, many new pro- 
grams begun, and many new problems com- 
ing to the fore. The year of 1962 promises 
to be equally as eventful for us all. The 
past year has seen many accomplishments 
on the governmental scene, as well as many 
shortcomings; ‘in both categories, both the 
mayor and members of the council must 
share responsibility. During the coming 
year, we in city government have the oppor- 
tunity for more accomplishments. 


There is no question that during the past 
year, the image of Lansing as a friendly 
city has improved throughout the state, and 
in this region of the United States. Lan- 
sing’s concerted drive as a convention cen- 
ter must be continued and accelerated; the 
Michigan Constitutional Convention, housed 
in the municipally-owned Civic Center, 
should aid this convention drive. When the 
Constitutional Convention ends, I intend 
to ask the hard-working Citizens’ Commis- 
sion, which helped immeasurably in prepar- 
ing Lansing for the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, to continue as an advisory commission 
to the city in the area of convention and 
visitors’ problems. Our efforts in these fields 
should be to make Lansing the second home- 
town for every resident of Michigan and 
the Great Lakes region of the country. 


The attitude of the Lansing police force 
and its officers has had a great deal to do 
with Lansing’s strides toward friendliness, 
and our fine officers deserve praise for their 
role. Our police force continues to. be 
handicapped because it is undermanned. 
During the past nine months, we have in- 
creased our uniformed strength by 10 per- 
cent; during the coming year, our police 
force should be expanded by at least an- 
other 10 percent. Such an increase in 
strength will permit more thorough police 
coverage of our enlarged city, and such 
patrolling should deter wrong-doers and 
arrest our growing crime rate. 


Lansing firemen have successfully met 
the challenge of an expanded area of cover- 
age. During 1961, our fire loss was the 
lowest it has been in five years, despite 
the growing boundaries of the city. Fire 
protection will be increased further during 
1962 in two of our newest sections of the 
city with construction of new fire stations 
in the northwest and southwest parts of the 
city. Our firefighters are to be commended 
for their diligence and excellence of per- 
formance. 


In two other areas—capital improvements 
and urban renewal, significant accomplish- 
ments have been made during the past 
year, and we can look forward to even more 
significant progress in the year ahead. The 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee on Capital 
Improvements, established by the council, 
has been working diligently to erystalize 
our many needs in streets, bridges, recrea- 
tional facilities and other capital projects. 
We can anticipate a report from this 
serious-minded group of citizens within the 
next few months in time for action by the 
voters at one of the 1962 elections. In addi- 
tion, we should have federal approval of 
our participation in the federal urban re- 
newal program within a few weeks; spade- 
work has been done on establishing an 
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urban renewal organization within city 
government. Through participation in this 
federal program, Lansing will be able to 
rid itself of scme of its blighted areas by 
renewing or removing structures that are 
hazardous to the overall good of the com- 
munity, and at the same time take instant 
advantage of some of our federal tax dol- 
lars that annually flow to Washington. 
Urban renewal is a conservative program ; 
it conserves what is good in a community. 
Experience in other cities has shown that 
city expenditures are recaptured within 6 
to 10 years by the enlarged and invigorated 
local tax base resulting. Both capital im- 
provements and urban renewal can be ac- 
complished within our present tax rate, and 
will actually benefit the city’s economy 
through the improvements resulting. The 
council deserves generous praise for its 
attention to the needs which can be met 
by an integrated capital improvement pro- 
gram and a corollary urban renewal project. 


The Citizens’ Committee on Assessments 
also has been diligent in its attention to 
problem areas in our taxation structure dur- 
ing the past few months, and a preliminary 
report can be expected within a few weeks. 
Attention must be given the committee’s 
final recommendations which will deal with 
the lifeblood of municipal operation—the 
method by which we receive more than 50 
percent of our finances. Assessment inequi- 
ties have rightfully caused genuine concern 
to many Lansing homeowners, and our 
objective must be fairness to all. City prop- 
erty taxes must not be permitted to deter 
home ownership, which has been the case in 
some instances. Real headway can be made 
in making our taxing systems more equit- 
able, and the Citizens’ Committee will pro- 
vide valuable guidance in these regards. 


Another citizens’ committee, on job op- 
portunities and business development, has 
just recently been organized, and will be 
tackling perhaps our most serious prob- 
lem in the coming months. The scope of 
this committee is somewhat longer range, 
however, and these citizens will provide 
guidance for what we should do now to 
assure gainful employment for all our citi- 
zens 10 and 20 years from now. 


The recreational part of our city parks 
and recreational programs has received re- 
newed emphasis during 1961. Recreation is 


an investment in'the present, and therefore’ 


the future, of today’s young people. The 
need for additional outdoor swimming fa- 
cilities is recognized by the public; at least 
two outdoor pools should be constructed 
in time for the 1962 season as the first part 
of a longer-range program to place out- 
door swimming facilities within easy walk- 
ing distance of every child within the city. 
One single boy or girl prevented from 
drowning in an isolated gravel pit would 
justify the entire program. The council has 
wisely ordered improvements to our one 
baseball stadium; this action should en- 
kindle interest in baseball both as a partici- 
pant and spectator sport. Our parks, with 
Arboretum and Francis parks serving as 
excellent examples, must be developed wise- 
ly as centers of family recreational activi- 
ties. 
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In city government’s internal affairs, 
1961 has also seen progress. A vigorous 
program of collection of delinquent taxes 
has been installed. The council has adopted 

purchasing policy, which hopefully will 

ad to an intelligent system of centralized 
urchasing with its resultant saving of 
1oney and freeing department heads from 
nany menial details. New faces with new 
deas have been installed in several depart- 
ments, with invigorating results. 


During the coming year, several further 
steps should be taken, many of which will 
require council approval but some of which 
can be installed administratively. Central- 
ization of services among departments will 
provide savings and increased efficiency in 
many instances. For example, a duplication 
center in city hall will save thousands 
of dollars in equipment costs and printing 
charges, as well as considerable time; quan- 
tity purchases of routine items, then dis- 
tributed through central stores, will save 
time and money. Similar increases in effi- 
ciency and economy can be _ achieved 
through diligent application of sound bus- 
iness practices to municipal operation. 


City employees and the public should be 
protected with a well-reasoned civil service 
system for the city, such as proposed in- 
directly by some councilmen last spring; 
I intend to formalize such a proposal in 
the near future. Attention must be paid to 
the pay scales for city employees, especially 
in the case of many deputy department 
heads where distinct discrepancies exist; 
we owe to the people of Lansing a sound, 
efficient city work force, free of any con- 
flicting interests. and proper pay levels is 
one means to assure this. Along the same 
line, we should investigate a fringe bene- 
fit package for city employees, including 
broadened group insurance. I intend to have 
a recommendation in this area when the 
1962-1963 budget is presented. 


We need within the city an adequate 
civil defense organization, to provide to 
the public the information and attention 
that the public demands; this is impossible 
with present personnel. We need a night 
court system, so that members of the public 
with court business can conduct their bus- 
iness at the convenience of the public, to 
carry out the proper function of govern- 
ment as an accommodation to citizens and 
not to office-holders. 


New challenges are ever presenting them- 
selves to go along with old challenges. The 
problems created by persons of diverse in- 
terests and backgrounds living and working 
together in a single community are ever 
ebbing and flowing ; a city-sponsored human 
relations commission could provide leader- 
ship and guidance in these areas. The in- 
evitability of a single structure for all the 
governmental units in this area of three 
counties is apparent; study should be given 
to a program of deliberate and orderly 
expansion of present boundaries. These are 
just two questions that beg for solution, 
either instantly or in the near future. 


This message has not attempted to define 
the limitations of interest of Lansing city 
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government in the coming year, but instead 
to point to many of the areas where action 
or study should be undertaken. Other ques- 
tions not here delinerated are bound to 
appear as circumstances change. 


Lansing city government is a complex, 
yet challenging experience. No single per- 
son, no single force, can by itself do every- 
thing that should be done in such a com- 
plicated, yet personalized structure. Sin- 
cere praise must be accorded to the hun. 
dreds of conscientious citizens who unself- 
ishly devote countless time and effort as 
committee members, board members, elected 
and appointed officials, and city employees 
with the common goal of making Lansing 
the finest city in the world. The keynote 
to achievement is cooperation. 


During the past year, the council and the 
mayor’s office have enjoyed the same aim 
of betterment of our city, but there has 
existed between these two bodies a certain 
lack of cooperation understanding and trust. 
Without cooperation, our mutual aims can- 
not be achieved in their ultimate. We must 
follow the Biblical admonition of Paul in 
his letter to the Philippians to “forget 
the things which are behind . . . press on 
toward the goal.’”’ I herein give my personal 
pledge to do everything honorably possible 
to heal any breaches that may exist among 
those of us within city government, and I 
humbly invite all city officials to do like- 
wise.

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At the present time an alley exists in the 
block bounded by Washington Avenue, Shi- 
awassee Street, Grand Avenue and Ionia 
Street. However, this alley is not of ade- 
quate width to permit vehicles to pass each 
other and should be widened to 20 feet... 
This will:ipermit adequate space for fire- 
fighting equipment and ‘loading and un- 
loading area at the rear of properties front- 
ing on Washington Avenue. 


An alley exists in the block bounded by 
Washington Avenue, Ionia Street, Grand 
Avenue and Ottawa Street. This alley also 
is of inadequate width and should be wid- 
ened to 20 feet for the same reason as 
mentioned above. 


No public alley exists in the block bound- 
ed by Washington Avenue, Ottawa Street, 
Grand Avenue and Michigan Avenue. A 20 
foot alley should be established through 
this block to serve the properties fronting 
on Washington Avenue and a public east- 
west alley to serve the properties fronting 
on E. Michigan Avenue from the north- 
south alley to Grand Avenue should be 
established. 


The above mentioned blocks have been 
under discussion as an urban renewal area 
and exact location of alleys in these blocks 
might be governed by the type of re-use 
of these entire blocks.

Avenue. Development on Allegan Street and 
the Michigan Theatre Building make it im- 
practical to extend a north-south alley to 
Allegan Street. 


No public alley exists in the block bound- 
ed by Washington Avenue, Washtenaw St., 
Grand Avenue and Kalamazoo Street. A 
20 foot north-south alley should be estab- 
lished in this block to serve the properties 
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fronting on Washington Avenue. Alleys 
should be established running east from a 
north-south alley at the rear of properties 
fronting on Kalamazoo and Washington 
Streets to serve these properties. 


The private alley in the block bounded by 
Washington Avenue, Allegan Street, Cap- 
itol Avenue and Michigan Avenue should be 
made public and widened to 20 feet to serve 
the properties fronting on Washington 
Avenue. 


The private alley in the block bounded by 
Washington Avenue, Michigan Avenue, 
Capitol Avenue and Ottawa Street should 
be made public to serve the properties front- 
ing on Washington Avenue.

The public alley in the block bounded by 
Washington Avenue, Ottawa Street, Capitol. 
Avenue and Ionia Street is inadequate and 
should be widened to 20 feet to serve prop- 
erties fronting on both Washington Avenue 
and Capitol Avenue. 


The alley in the block bounded by Wash- 
ington Avenue, Ionia Street, Capitol Ave- 
nue and Shiawassee Street should also be 
widened to 20 feet to serve the properties 
fronting on Washington Avenue. 


The last two blocks mentioned should be 
considered in an urban renewal program 
and the re-use of these blocks should govern 
exact location of the alley. 


Alleys in the block bounded by Washing- 
ton Avenue, Kalamazoo Street, Capitol Ave- 
nue and Washtenaw Street and the block 
bounded by Washington Avenue, Washte- 
naw Street, Capitol Avenue and Allegan 
Street are adequate to serve these areas.

Once again the time has arrived to 
begin our annual fight with the mosquitoes 
for our citizenry. The Vector Control has 
one matter of dire necessity, this being 
our need for a power duster to distribute 
the pre-hatch material over the many 
areas that are not accessible to us AFTER 
THE GROUND HAS THAWED IN THE 
SPRING. 


In previous years this material has 
been distributed by a machine furnished 
to this program on loan from the Federal 
Government, as part of their share in our 
program. As this agreement expired on 
September 1, 1961 the machine was re- 
turned to them. The Vector Control pro- 
gram had made the necessary arrange- 
ment in our current budget for its re- 
placement. 


At that time this office contacted the 
local plant of the John Bean Company 
inquiring about a duster that they might 
have available. The representative stated 
that the engineering section was working 
on a machine of desired capacity and they 
would contact this office this winter as 
to its availability. 


This office waited until January 1962 on 
their answer before preparing the exact 
specification and asked for bids on a 
power duster. Time being of essence we 
had to prepare specification on a machine 
that would do this particular phase of 
our program. The John Bean Company, 
H. D. Hudson Company and Buffalo Tur- 
bine Agricultural Equipment Company 
were mailed specification and asked to bid 
on this machine. 


H. D. Hudson Company did not reply 
on our specification. The John Bean Com- 
pany stated in a letter that they were still 
working on the engineering necessary prior 
to the manufacturing of a machine and 
that it would not be available for several 
months, even if they could complete such 
a machine it would take many months of 
testing before our program would accept 
the machine as suitable for our purpose. 
The Buffalo Turbine Agricultural Equip- 
ment Company did meet the specification 
and submitted a bid of $1,856.00. 


On January 12, 1962 after following 
our present purchasing procedures, this 
department wrote a letter to the Park 
Committee of the City Council recom- 
mending the purchase of this power duster 
from the Buffalo Turbine Agricultural 
Equipment Company as the lowest and 
most responsible bidder. 


When this matter came up on the Council 
agenda for consideration and due also, 
to our neglect in our letter of recommend- 
ation of not stating the full particulars 
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concerning the other two bidders, this 
matter was tabled for a one week period. 


This office again wrote a letter explaining 
these particulars to the Park Committee of 
the City Council, hoping that it would 
receive early attention. In the Council meet- 
ing of January 22, 1962 the matter was 
not discussed, due to an error of omission. 


Due to the urgent need and the all 
important phase of pre-hatching application 
while the ground is frozen we now urge 
that: you classify this an an emergency 
purchase under our purchasing procedure, 
so that the machine can be ordered im- 
mediately and the work begun.

The Planning Bo herewith submits its 
recommended Capital Improvements Pro- 
gram for. the years 1962-1968 as required 
under Section 7.20 of the City Charter. 


The report includes departmental esti- 
mates, on a priority basis, of the Capital 
City Airport, Fire Deepartment, Park De- 
partment, Public Service Department and 
Traffic Department. No Capital Improve- 
ments, as such, are anticipated by the Police 
Department under the Police and Fire 
Board. The Board of Education and Board 
of Water and Light do not anticipate a 
need for a bond issue to carry out their 
program in the next six years. 


Projects amounting to $28,245,167 were 
submitted by the various departments for 
programming. Of this amount $4,357,187 
is now available through the _ recent 
$3,500,000 bond issue and other allocated 
funds leaving an amount of $23,887,980 to 
be provided. Projects not in accord with 
the Master Plan amounting to $2,681,700 
and projects amounting to $7,817,200 con- 
sidered by the Planning Board to be of 
lesser importance in view of the deficit 
created by the cost of our needs and the 
anticipated revenue are not included in the 
6 Year Program, reducing the required 
amount of funds to $13,389,080. 
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Recent annexations and growth further 
increase the need for the improvements 
shown in the Six Year Capital Improve- 
ments Program. Because of the importance 
of these improvements no attempt has been 
made to reconcile the total of necessary 
expenditures with total income. Improve- 
ments shown in last year’s program but 
not included in the budget were re-eval- 
uated and placed in the program again to 
more clearly show the total need. 


Total revenue is based on an increase of 
approximately 114% in assessed valuation 
for the year 1962-1963 and 2% thereafter. 
Non-property tax revenue is estimated for 
1962-1963 approximately the same as was 
estimated for 1961-1962. The present tax 
rate was used. 


Estimated operating budget is based on 
a 5% increase per year. Debt service figures 
are exact amounts. 


Expenditure for the Capital City Airport 
are based on the Lansing area share in a 
matching fund program with state and 
federal government. If other governmental 
units in the Lansing area participate in 
the Lansing area share, the figure as shown 
in the Six Year Program would be some- 
what lower. No consideration has been 
given in the program to the possibility of 
any major future annexations. 


According to estimated revenue and nec- 
essary capital improvements other means 
of financing must be found if we are not 
to delay necessary improvements. Total 
budget figures for each of the next six 
years exceed the estimated revenue. It is 
recommended that serious consideration be 
given to a method of securing additional 
revenue so that these necessary and impor- 
tant improvements may be carried out and 
should include the necessary monies for 
extension of the sewer system and in accel- 
erated streets program as well as an accel- 
erated recrecation program shown in the 
Six Year Program. Serious consideration 
should also be given to the construction of 
an Industrial Highway on the west edge 
of the City. Since no cost estimates are 
available this item has not been included 
in the Six Year Program. 


A community recreation center and pool 
at Hunter Park is included in the recom- 
mended projects for next year so that an 
early appraisal of the effect of this type 
of facility may be made. The completion 
of the enclosure of the Holmes Drain is of 
prime importance to the health and welfare 
of the residents in that area in view of 
recent outbreaks of disease in the Lansing 
area due to inadequate sewer facilities. 
While a new bridge in connection with the 
widening of Logan Street is shown in the 
1966-67 program, a concerted effort should 
be made to enlist the cooperation of the 
State Highway Department to advance the 
eonstruction schedule of the projects. Pro- 
vision should also be made to finance the 
City’s share of an Urban Renewal project 
in the next few years.

In view of our long-standing policy of 
close cooperation with the Mayor and 
Council, we have given the matter con- 
siderable thought in the hope that we might 
discover in what way we have failed in this 
respect. However, we have been unable to 
determine what we have done that could 
have motivated such a resolution at this 
time. 


Very recently, on two different occasions, 
we have adjusted the agenda of our meet- 
ings so that the Mayor and the City At- 
torney, respectively, could meet with us 
before attending Council meeting and 
neither of these gentlemen appeared to be 
inconvenienced by the procedure. 


As you are no doubt aware, our Board 
has been meeting on the same evening and 
at the same time for over sixty years. All 
of our members are especially anxious to 
attend every meeting and they have, 
through the years, adjusted their personal 
and business affairs so as to keep the 
second and fourth Monday nights of each 
month open for this purpose. Moreover, 
there seems to be some doubt that our busy 
Councilmen would avail themselves of the 
opportunity of visiting our meetings on a 
regular basis if an adjustment were made. 
And we have ample opportunity to visit 
Council meetings on the Monday nights 
when we are not in session. 


Nevertheless, in the interest of achieving 
as close coordination as possible, may we 
suggest our willingness to convene our 
meeting at six o’clock in the evening on 
any meeting night when the Mayor or any 
member of the Council] wishes to meet with 
us, or to call special meetings for this 
purpose, if necessary. We feel sure that 
some such arrangement would be mutually 
convenient and we urge you to notify us 
whenever you feel so inclined. 


Since we are all working for the best 
interests of the people of our fine City, 
we are always happy to have the benefit of 
your thinking as to matters of common 
concern.

Gentlemen : 


On December 11, 1961, the City Council 
by resolution directed the Mayor to investi- 
gate the problem of supplementary em- 
ployment for Lansing’s police and fire 
officers, and offer some recommendations. 
Since that time, my office has conducted 
extensive research into what other juris- 
dictions do in this regard, sounded con- 
siderable sentiment, and devoted much 
thought to the problem. The personnel 
rules adopted by City Council] for conduct 
of Lansing city employee affairs, of course, 
are silent on the subject of supplementary 
employment. So we begin from scratch. 


Problems created by supplementary em- 
ployment of city employees are not unique 
to Lansing. A 1952 study made by the 
League of California Cities in cities of 
more than 25,000 population produced these 
figures: In I1 cities, an average of 24 per- 
cent of policemen engaged in outside work, 
with maximum of 50 percent. Eleven cities 
reported an average of 35 percent of their 
firemen working outside, with a high of 
75 percent. The average was 12 percent 
among mechanical and construction work- 
ers in nine cities, and 5 percent among 
office workers in seven cities. 


While Lansing has no meaningful restric- 
tion on supplementary employment (outside 
of the impending police and fire board 
ban), many other jurisdictions have at- 
tacked the problem in varying ways. 


In the California study cited above, 29 
of the 69 cities reporting had some policy 
of restriction on outside employment, with 
restrictions more prevalent in the larger 
cities. 


Chicago spells out its restrictions on out- 
side employment for police officers in some 
detail: The officer may not work more 
than 20 hours per week, his past sickness 
record must show he is capable of holding 
a second job without endangering health, 
the job must not interfere with his ability 
to respond to emergency calls nor “bring 
disfavor or disrespect’? upon the officer or 
the department; in addition, certain jobs 
(public drivers, uniformed jobs, those in- 
volving liquor, those involving civil proc- 
esses, etc.) are specifically prohibited. Ap- 
plications must be reviewed and renewed 
each six months. The commanding officer 
approves or disapproves requests, and the 
director of personnel then may deny or 
approve the request. 


The city of Detroit permits outside em- 
ployment of city employees under certain 
conditions: There must be no conflict of 
interest, supplementary work may not be 
done during the regular departmental serv- 
ice day or week, the outside job may not 
be “sso burdensome as to impair efficiency 
. . - Or cause him to be absent or tardy,” 
and the outside position may not be for- 
bidden by department rules. 
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In Ypsilanti, if the department head de- 
termines that outside activity ‘‘is detri- 
mental to the city service,” then the 
activity may be halted by the personnel 
director. Midland has an almost identical 
restriction. 


East Lansing has no formal restrictions 
on outside activity, but precedent has es- 
tablished that outside employment must be 
approved by the department head, and that 
it must not conflict with the primary job 
in either time or interests. 


Ingham County has no formal restric- 
tions on outside employment. 


The state civil service commission has a 
directive relative to supplementary employ- 
ment which states the policy that outside 
work “is not encouraged but is permitted 
under proper conditions.’’ These conditions 
include written approval from the appoint- 
ing authority before outside activity is 
undertaken; the supplementary employ- 
ment shall not be “a full-time job or its 
equivalent’; the second job may not con- 
flict with hours of state employment or 
with “the satisfactory and impartial per- 
formance” of state duties. 


From these citations, it appears that 
discretion and common sense are the rules 
followed by most public jurisdictions, in- 
cluding those near Lansing, in the matter 
of supplementary employment. 


The Michigan Municipal League, in a 
communication from Director John Huss, 
suggested essentially this approach. Mr. 
Huss also suggested that when drafting 
regulations about supplementary employ- 
ment; these considerations be given: 


Impairment of efficiency. The out- 
side job must not interfere with the 
employee’s effectiveness at his regular 
city employment. Consideration should 
be given to number of hours worked, 
location of the second job, and nature 
of the duties involved. 


Physical considerations. The outside 
work must not leave the employee tired 
or subject to injury upon his regular 
assignment with the city. 


Workmen’s compensation. The out- 
side employment must be such that no 
problem arises as to municipal respon- 
sibility for an injury incurred in the 
outside job. 


Conflict of interest. No work should be 
approved which places the employee in 
an ambiguous position of performing 
duties or services which he will check 
or inspect in his capacity as a city em- 
ployee. 


Competition with private employ- 
ment. The public may frown on a 
public employee who is considered to 
be taking the job of another person in 
a depressed labor area. 


Public Relations, The public rela- 
tions effect of outside jobs should be 
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considered with particular attention to 
employment that is acceptable in a 
given community. 


In view of the foregoing, along with con- 
siderable discussion and contemplation 
about the problem in Lansing, my recom- 
mendations are these: 


1. Restrictions on outside employment 
should apply to all city employees, includ- 
ing those of the Board of Water and Light, 
and should not be limited to police officers 
and/or firemen. 


2. Discretion should be the guide in per- 
mitting or denying outside work. The em- 
ployee should make written application to 
his department head, who would investigate 
the situation and make a recommendation 
to the board governing the department, or 
a sub-committee thereof. The board, or 
sub-committee, then would approve or deny 
the application. In the case of departments 
without boards, a special committee of 
three members of the mayor’s cabinet (not 
including the department head involved) 
may give final approval. 


8. Permission for supplementary em- 
ployment should be reviewed and renewed 
by the department head and his board or 
committee each six months. 


4. The director of personnel should work 
with the personnel committee of the council 
and the mayor’s office in drafting a con- 
cise, understandable and workable direc- 
tive on outside employment embracing the 
above principles for adoption by the coun- 
cil and the several boards. This directive 
should also include at least these flat re- 
strictions on outside employment: 


a. There shall be no conflict of interests 
or time involved. 


b. The outside job must not exceed 20 
hours per week. 


ec. The supplementary employment shall 
not replace some other person from 
regular employment. 


In addition, the restrictions should be 
enforceable, with knowing violation result- 
ing in penalty of some type to the em- 
ployee.

MUNICIPAL CODE OF FAIR PRACTICES 


The Constitution of the United States of 
America sets forth the principle that all 
men are created equal and that all men are 
endowed, by their Creater, with certain un- 
alienable rights. No municipal charter, or 
ordinance, can hinder the pursuit of equal- 
ity, justice and liberty; neither may com- 
mon practice. 


The City of Lansing must see to it that 
race, creed, or national origin are never 
factors in recruiting, hiring, promotions, 
conditions of employment, dismissals, refer- 
rals, or training programs. Municipal gov- 
ernment, as an employer, should serve as a 
model for business, industry, labor and 
private employment agencies. 


SECTION I 


Appointment, Assignment and Promotion 
of City of Lansing Personnel 


City employees shall be appointed, 
assigned, and promoted on the basis of their 
fitness and qualifications alone. Race, color, 
religion, national ancestry or political affil- 
iations shall play no part in City Person- 
nel policies and practices. No city employ- 
ment application form shall elicit or con- 
tain information regarding such factors; 
no personnel form shall contain such infor- 
mation. Appointing authorities should make 
a special effort to ascertain that their flex- 
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ibility in making appointments is not‘ used 
to circumvent the selection of minority 
group persons. 


SECTION II 
Municipal Service and Facilities 


Equal treatment of all persons, without 
regard to race, color, religion, national 
ancestry or political affiliations shall be 
guaranteed by all municipal departments 
and agencies in the performance of their 
service to the public. No municipal facility 
shall be used in the furtherance of any dis- 
criminatory practices. 


SECTION III 


Cooperation with the State Fair 
Employment Practices Commission. 


All municipal departments and agencies 
shall cooperate fully with the State Fair 
Employment Practices Commission and 
shall duly comply with said Commission’s 
requests and recommendations for effectuat- 
ing the state’s policy against discrimination. 


SECTION IV 
Training Programs 


All employee educational and on-the-job 
training programs of the city, or in which 
the city participates, shall be open to all 
qualified persons, without regard to race, 
color, religion, national ancestry or politi- 
cal affiliations.

Hardware Association prompt this commu- 
nication. 


During the past month these two organ- 
izations met in convention in Lansing. In 
addition to the conventions, each held a 
trade show in the Exhibition Hall of the 
Lansing Civic Center. The shows were good. 
Each was well attended in spite of the in- 
hospitality of the weather and were classed 
“successful” by the Association executives. 


From an overall standpoint each Associa- 
tion would like to rebook their trade shows 
at our beautiful Civic Center. However, 
because of exhibitor resistance, resulting 
from extreme climatic conditions within the 
Exhibition Hall, assurance of a correction 
in this condition must be given before fa- 
vorable decisions will be reached. 


On a given cold day the number of open- 
ings of the lobby doors admit excessive 
amounts of extremely cold air which, fol- 


lowing the pattern of cold gravitates to the 


lower lobby. In order to compensate for 
this, additional heat must be turned on in 
the Exhibition Hall which results in intol- 
erable heat conditions while at best giv- 
ing only partial assistance to the heating 
of the Exhibition Hall foyer. 


It is our understanding that recommenda- 
tions are being made by the Civic Center 
Board for corrections to this problem. We 
heartily recommend your favorable consid- 
eration of the Civic Center Board request. 


Prompt action and positive assurance of 
correction of the existing conditions, prior 
to 1968, are necessary in order for the 
aforementioned organizations to favorably 
consider Lansing for 1968. Time is a definite 
factor as bookings must be cleared prior to 
March 8, 1962 when tentative bookings on 
other locations must be confirmed.

ORDINANCE NO, __.. m 


AN ORDINANCE to regulate the busi- 
ness of installing and servicing television 
equipment in the City of Lansing; to 
provide for the administration and enforce- 
ment of this ordinance; to provide for 
a Board of Examiners and its powers and 
duties; and to provide a penalty for the 
violation of the terms thereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Sec. 1. For the purpose of this ordinance, 
certain terms used are defined as follows: 


Board—Board of Examiners; 


City—City of Lansing, a municipal cor- 
poration ; 
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Certified Technician—A person who has 
pened the examination required by the 
oard ; 


Distributor—A person who is a whole- 
sale vendor of receiving equipment; 


Person—The word ‘“‘person’’ shall mean 
every natural person, firm, co-partner- 
ship, association or corporation and their 
legal successors; 


Receiving Equipment—rTelevision receiv- 
ing apparatus and its associated compo- 
nents, including television receiving an- 
tenna system ; 


Service—The installation, maintenance, 
repair, replacement, testing, inspection 
and modification of receiving equipment. 


Service Dealer—-A person engaged in the 
business of servicing receiving equipment, 
having an established location for the 
performance of such service, and main- 
taining books of accounts and records 
incident to the business, including records 
of Michigan Sales Tax. 


See. 2 It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to engage in the business of installing, 
servicing, maintaining or repairing receiv- 
ing equipment in the City without a license 
as a service dealer as hereinafter provided. 


Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to offer by advertisement, telephone 
or any other manner, to install, service, 
maintain, or repair receiving equipment 
in the City unless such person has a 
license as a service dealer as hereinafter 
provided. 


Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to engage in the business of con- 
tracting to install, service, maintain or 
repair receiving equipment in the City 
without a license as a service dealer as 
hereinafter provided. 


Sec. 5. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to engage in the occupation or 
trade of a certified technician without a 
license therefor as hereinafter provided: 
Provided, that the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall not apply to any employee of 
a licensed service dealer performing serv- 
ices with his approval under the direction 
of and accompanied by a certified techni- 
cian, nor to a student or apprentice when 
accompanied and supervised by a certified 
technician. All such employees shall carry 
official identification cards, of such form 
and style as the Board of Examiners shall 
prescribe to be issued by the service dealer, 
identifying them as authorized employees 
of said service dealer and bearing the 
license number of said service dealer which 
shall be displayed upon demand to the 
customer.

Sec. 6. An applicant for a service deal- 
er’s license shall be a holder of a certified 
technician license or must regularly em- 
ploy a full-time certified technician. No 
service dealer’s license shall be issued until

An applicant for a certified tech- 
nician’s license shall be at least twenty-one 
years of age and show satisfactory proof 
of either of the following: (a) Four or 
more years’ experience in servicing receiv- 
ing equipment or (b) Graduation from a 
course in television repair and maintenance 
conducted by a university, college, corre- 
spondence or trade school, together with 
at least one year of servicing receiving 
equipment under the supervision of a li- 
censed technician subsequent to such grad- 
uation. The applicant shall submit to the 
examination hereinafter provided: Provided, 
That any such applicant who shall submit 
a written statement verified by at least 
two witnesses, other than relatives, show- 
ing names, places, addresses and dates 
that the applicant has engaged in such 
servicing for four or more years prior to 
the effective date hereof, shall have twenty- 
five (25%) per centum of the points added 
to the examination rating of the applicant. 


Sec. 8. Applications for a license shall be 
made on forms, furnished for such pur- 
poses by the City Clerk. The application 
shall contain, in addition to other requested 
information, the following: 


(a) Name, age an daddress of applicant. 
(b) Qualifications of applicant. 
(c) If applicant be a corporation— 


1. Full and accurate corporate name. 


2. When and where incorporated. 
3 


Full names and address of officers 
of corporation. 


4. Name of officer or regular em- 
ployee who is to take the exami- 
nation and his qualifications. 


(d) If applicant is a partnership— 


1. Names and addresses of members 
thereof and the name of the part- 
ner or regular employee who is 
to take the examination and his 
qualifications. 


(e) If the applicant conducts business 
under a trade or assumed name, the 
following additional information. 
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1. Complete and full trade name. 


2. The name of the person or persons 
doing business under such trade 
or assumed name. 


Sec. 9. There shall be a Board of Exami- 
ners consisting of eight members ; appointed 
by the Mayor and confirmed by the City 
Council. Three (3) shall be service dealers 
who are also certified technicians, one (1) 
Department of City utilities employee, one 
(1) Department of Public Safety employee, 
one (1) engineer from a local television or 
radio station, one (1) instructor or teacher 
from a Lansing public school, and one (1) 
lay citizen. Terms shall be for four years, 
provided, however, that in the first instance 
the Mayor shall so arrange the terms of the 
members so that the terms of two (2) 
members shall expire in each year. The 
Board shall elect a chairman and secretary 
from its membership annually. Five mem- 
bers of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 


Sec. 10. The Board of Examiners shall: 


(a) Make a thorough investigation of 
the training, experience, qualifications, 
character, reputation and fitness of the 
applicants and/or of the persons to be 
examined, to determine their qualifications, 
competency and suitability to take part in 
the operations of the business. 


(b) Examine all applicants for any li- 
cense hereunder. Regular meetings there- 
for shall be held at least once a month and 
special meetings therefor shall be held at 
the call of the chairman or as the Board 
may determine or upon written request of 
three members: Provided, twenty-four (24) 
hours’ notice has been given to each mem- 
ber before the time set for such meetings. 


(c) Prepare examinations for applicants 
which shall be practical in character and 
relate to those matters which fairly test 
the capacity of the applicant to engage 
in the business. The examination shall 
cover the theory and practice of service, 
knowledge of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, interpretations of charts and sche- 
matic diagrams and plans of such service. 
The character, experience and qualifications 
of the applicant to engage in such activity 
shall also be taken into consideration, and 
in making such determination, the license 
history of the applicant, conviction for 
violation of the laws of the United States, 
the State of Michigan and of the provisions 
of this ordinance, and whether or not the 
applicant engages in false, misleading or 
deceptive advertising as to service, shall 
be considered. The examination may be 
written or oral or a combination thereof, 
but when oral examinations are given, a 
stenographic report of the examination 
shall be made. The Board shall forward its 
findings and recommendations to the City 
Council. 


(d) Conduct hearings to determine wheth- 
er or not a licensee has complied with the 
provisions of this ordinance, or with the 
rules and regulations promulgated there- 
under, or is qualified to continue to engage 
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in the operations of the business, and shall 
report its findings and recommendations to 
the City Council as to suspension, revoca- 
tion or renewal of the license. 


(e) Keep a record of its proceedings and 
of the applicants for licenses, and keep 
available a list of licensees, their names, 
addresses and registration numbers. 


(f) Make and promulgate administrative 
rules and regulations necessary to make the 
provisions of this ordinance effective. 


Sec. 11. The City Council is hereby auth- 
orized to grant the required license to any 
applicant found qualified hereunder. The 
City Council may refuse to issue a license 
and may suspend or revoke any license 
issued hereunder in accordance with the 
provisions of the City Charter and ordi- 
nances relative to a hearing thereon, on 
a finding that the applicant or licensee has 
violated or is violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, the laws of the 
United States or of the State of Michigan, 
or for other good cause shown, and may 
also refuse to issue a license, and may 
suspend or revoke any license issued here- 
under to any partnership, firm or corpora- 
tion of which any partner, officer, director 
or manager has violated or is violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, the 
laws of the United States or of the State 
of Michigan, or for other good cause shown. 
Licenses issued hereunder shall expire on 
the 30th day of April of each year. No 
license issued hereunder shall be _ trans- 
ferred or assigned to any person, nor shall 
any service dealer engage in such business 
at any location other than the location 
stated in the license, unless such change 
is approved by the Board. 


Sec. 12. The fees for licenses issued here- 
under shall be as follows: 


Service Dealer ____..._.. $25.00 annually 
Certified Technician __.. $10.00 annually 


Provided, That in cases in which the 
service dealer is also a certified technician, 
one fee shall be charged in the amount of 
$25.00 annually. 


Sec. 13. The Department of Public Safety 
shall enforce the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 


Sec. 14. All charges to customers for 
installing, servicing, maintaining, or re- 
pairing of any television equipment in the 
City shall be made out in duplicate bill 
form and shall state indelibly, accurately 
and clearly the date or dates when the work 
is performed, the make of the set, the full 
name and registration number of the li- 
censee, the name and address of the cus- 
tomer, and a computation of the charge. 
Such computation shall separately specify 
the nature of the work for which such 
charge is made, the amount charged for 
labor and for each part or replacement. 
One copy shall be given to the customer. 
The owner licensee shall be required to 
keep one copy for a period of two years 
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before they may be destroyed, and any 
such record shall be open to inspection by 
the Board. 


Sec. 15. The provisions of this ordinance 
shall not apply to service and installation 
of (1) industrial machines, (2) mobile 
equipment, (3) any television equipment 
used or furnished by a common carrier 
public utility, nor to any service and instal- 
lation relative to which the State of Michi- 
gan or the United States Government has 
taken over the field of regulation and 
supervision. 


Sec. 16. The City shall permit contrac- 
tors engaged in the business of installing, 
servicing, maintaining or repairing receiv- 
ing equipment, who are legally licensed by 
other municipalities of the State of Michi- 
gan to engage in such business, to also 
engage in such business within the corpor- 
ate limits of the City of Lansing upon regis- 
tration with the City Clerk of the City 
and the payment of the registration fee: 
Provided, That the municipality in which 
such contractors are licensed reciprocate 
in recognizing licensees under this ordi- 
nance by granting them the same privileges 
and charging substantially the same license 
and registration fees; and provided further, 
that the licensing ordinances are substan- 
tially equal to the requirements of this 
ordinance. 


Sec. 17. Any person, or anyone acting 
in behalf of said person, violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, or of any 
of the rules or regulations lawfully estab- 
lished and promulgated thereunder shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be subject to a 
fine of not more than five hundred (500.00) 
dollars or to imprisonment in the city jail 
for a period of not more than sixty (60) 
days, or to both such fine and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the court. 


Sec. 18. Should any provision, sentence, 
clause or phrase of this ordinance be held 
to be invalid for any reason such holding 
shall not affect the validity of the ordi- 
nance as a whole or any part thereof other 
than the part so declared invalid, it being 
the legislative intent that this ordinance 
shall stand notwithstanding such holding.

In view of the recent activities _. 
charges I feel it incumbent upon me as 
member of Lansing’s “official family” in 
issue the following statement: 


I neither condone, support, nor believe 
in “Democracy in the Dark’’ nor do I con- 
done, support, nor believe in unwarranted 
and unfair attacks by certain city exec- 
utives and local press upon the sincerity 
and integrity of the members of the city 
board concerned. 


These board members along with many 
others in city government are giving gen- 
erously of their time and talents for the 
benefit of our continued city progress, and 
along with the many others in these posi- 
tions are deserving of our continued appre- 
ciation and support. 


I personally feel that a great deal of the 
credit for the good government Lansing 
has enjoyed over the years should go to 
these many board members. Receiving no 
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pay and little credit these people have cer- 
tainly earned a sincere ‘“‘thank you’? from 
all of us. 


It is indeed unfortunate that the details 
of a recent meeting of one city board were 
handled as they were, but certainly only 
the fact that the action taken in private 
was made official can be criticized. 


It is pertinent to note here, I believe, 
that this is the second ‘“‘non-public’’ meet- 
ing held to which neither the Council nor 
press were invited but no notice as it was 
called by and in the office of the Mayor. 
Obviously this makes a difference. 


Discussions of personnel matters, hiring, 
firing, qualifications, salary, etc. naturally 
must and should be held in private. This 
benefits both the city and all applicants. 
Who would apply for city employment if 
all personal information on the aplication 
became public knowledge—if nothing else 
this would be a terrible injustice to those 
applicants who were not selected. 


All official meetings of the City Council 
are public and regularly publicized. In 
order to facilitate the work of the Council, 
much committee work must be done and 
many of these (often only 2 or -3 council- 
men) of course are not secret. Agenda 
meetings or Committee of the Whole meet- 
ings are usually held on Monday afternoons 
to discuss the items and reports on the 
agenda as published. The Mayor and his 
assistant and the City Attorney have stand- 
ing invitations to these meetings and attend 
regularly. Requests by interested citizens 
to attend these meetings have been honored 
in the past and will continue to be honored. 


This is not ‘‘Democracy in the Dark.’ We 
are your Council and believe strongly in the 
“Qpen Door Policy.’’

additional recreational facilities for the

In recent weeks questions have. been 
raised relative to supplementary employ- 
ment by city employees. In order that 
there will be no misunderstanding about 
supplementary employment by city classified 
employees the following directive is isstued 
for the benefit of all concerned: 


1. Supplementary employment is not en- 
couraged but is permitted under proper 
conditions. 


2. City and other governmental employ- 
ment, much more than private employment, 
is open to public view and critical scrutiny. 
City employees therefore must consider that 
what they do as individuals will reflect on 
the city service either to its credit or dis- 
credit. For this reason, a city employee 
should not engage in any employment sup- 
plementary to his city work without care- 
fully considering. its possible effect on him- 
self, his city job,. and on the city service 
as a whole. : 


3. No city classified employee shall hold 
a full-time job, or its equivalent, in addition 
to his regular full-time city employment. 
Such double employment is not in the best 
interest of the city classified service, since 
it would tend to impair the efficiency of an 
employee’s work performance and might 
otherwise interfere with his full-time city 
employment. 


4. Under the specific restrictions pro- 
vided in this resolution a classified employee, 
if he desires, may hold a part-time job in 
addition to his regular full-time city em- 
ployment. This additional employment must 
in no way conflict with the employee’s hours 
of city employment, or in quantity or nature 


interfere in any way with the satisfactory. 


and impartial performance of his city 
duties. 


5. Any supplementary part-time employ- 
ment of full-time or part-time classified 
employees shall be in work situations which 
in no way conflict with the employee’s of- 
ficial city duties; and which would not in 
any way interfere with the rendering of 
completely impartial service and employ- 
ment loyalty to the city; or which would 
in any way prevent the satisfactory ful- 
fillment of duties as a city employee. 


6. A classified city employee shall secure 
the written approval of the Department 
Head of his agency before engaging in any 
supplementary employment, and shall keep 
the Department Head fully informed of 
any contemplated changes in supplementary 
employment and have his approval therefor.

Regarding the letter from The Freers 
Company regarding a formula for arresting 
and possibly curing the Dutch Elm Disease, 
I am pleased to report. 


1. Over the years since the discovery of 
the Dutch Elm Disease in this country 
many alleged ‘“cures’” have been 
announced. Up to this time none have 
prevented, controlled or cured Dutch 
Elm Disease. 


2. Much of the problem is due to the 
fact that standard research techniques 
and methods are not used in develop- 
ing and testing these cures. Trees used 
in testing are visually assumed to have 
the disease, but are not checked by 
laboratory tests. Tests are often limit- 
ed to one season and claims based on 
this restricted experience. 


38. When these ‘‘cures’” have been tested 
at State and Federal experiment sta- 
tions they have not proved effective. 


4. Last summer the International Shade 
Tree Conference approved a set of 
standards for evaluating any such 
materials. (Copy attached) 


5. The claims made by The Freers Com- 
pany for their material have been 
brought to the attention of the sci- 
entists working in the State and Fed- 
eral programs for control of the Dutch 
Elm Disease.

Gentlemen : 


A few comments about our Lansing Fire 
Fighting Moonlighters. 


Having examined the text of our Mayor’s 
message to the City Council on February 
12, 1962 regarding outside employment for 
city employees, I finally arrived at the 
conclusion that Mayor Bowerman has finally 
‘‘broke”’ .under the strain of the require- 
ments of his position or he is trying to do 
a little amateur politicing on the issue 
mentioned above. 


His recommendations were #1, restricting 
outside employment for all city employees 
to twenty (20) hours per week. This is a 
most unrealistic approach as it would pro- 
vide twenty (20) more hours outside em- 
ployment for our firefighters who are al- 
ready working fifty-six (56) hours per 
week. On the other side of the coin, some 
of our other city employees are restricted 
now to a forty (40) hour week which means 
they would be permitted to earn wages on 
the basis of sixty (60) hours per week com- 
pared to seventy-six (76) for the firemen. 


His second recommendation was to set up 
regulations for outside work performed, or 
in effect “‘license’’ our city employees to 
continue what they have been practicing. 
“Putting icing on a dirt pile does not a 
cake make, Mr. Bowerman.” 


The proposed hour limitations told us, 
the taxpayers of Lansing, that our firemen 
are making sub-standard wages and we 
must give them the right to work outside 
to supplement their income. 


This is a little hard to swallow in light 
of the fact that our full time firemen are 
now receiving a salary of a minimum of 
$5,921.00 a year. A longevity program which 
is the following: 
2% OF BASE SALARY— 
SIX YEARS SERVICE 

4% OF BASE SALARY— 
TWELVE YEARS SERVICE 

6% OF BASE SALARY— 
EIGHTEEN YEARS SERVICE 

8% OF BASE SALARY— 
TWENTY-FOUR YEARS SERVICE. 


This covers everyone up to $6,000.00 base 
salary per year. 


At present they have a $2,000.00 life in- 
surance policy paid by the city. The city 
also pays $7.90 a month on their Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield insurance. 


They have paid vacation of two weeks up 
to eleven years of service and three weeks 
after eleven years of service. 


They have a 90 day sick leave program 
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which is built up on one day a month up 
to a maximum of 90 days. 


They have a pension program which is 
costing the taxpayers approximately $900.00 
a year per employee at the present time. 


If this is not a living wage then I’m sure 
that a lot of our factory workers who have 
never seen $5,000.00 in any one year, would 
be glad to make a job trade. 


If half of our 1,500 city employees were 
to take advantage of a program as the 
Mayor has proposed, it would mean 750 full 
time city employees would be working 
twenty (20) extra hours a week on other 
jobs, and they would be taking the job 
equivalent of 325 full time forty (40) hour 
per week jobs from our unemployed. Or 
the full 1,500 would be filling 750 full time 
jobs based on a forty (40) hour week. 


I wonder why the objection from some 
member of our City Council and practically 
all of our firemen to a forty (40) hour 
work-week, for firemen with their present 
salary. This could open up approximately 
forty (40) some odd jobs as firemen and 
put them on a work week which is fair 
in number of hours with no pay cut. The 
International Executive Board of the Fire- 
fighters Union went on record at their con- 
vention for all firefighters locals to strive 
for a forty (40) hour week. 


Maybe there are answers and reasons for 
the way things are now being administered 
from the city officials, but if so, I’m sure 
there are thousands of others such as I, 
who certainly would like to hear them.

Figuring the cost of 542 boxes at $15.00 
per month, this charge would amount to 
$8,130.00 per month, and $97,560.00 for 12 
months.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 

Section 1. That Sections 31-58 (14), 31-113 (a), 31-177, 31-178, 31-179, 31-180, 31-181, 31-182, 
31-183, 31-184, and 31-186, of the Code of Ordinances, City of Lansing, Michigan, are hereby 
repealed and declared null and void:and of no effect.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by 
adding sections to be numbered Sections 31-58 (14), 31-113 (a), 31-175, 31-177, 31-178, 
31-179, 31-180, 31-181, 31-182, 31-183, 31-184, and 31-186 to read as follows: 

TRAFFIC CODE—MISCELLANEOUS ADDITIONS 
ARTICLE Vi—Section 31-58 


(14) Between the curb and sidewalk or between sidewalk and street or highway used for 
the purpose of vehicular traffic, except where such space is paved and the curb removed, on 
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any street within the city; provided further, on any street where parking time is restricted 
the same regulations shall apply to the paved area between the curb line and sidewalk. 


ARTICLE VIilI—Section 31-113 (a) 


(a) The driver of any vehicle involved in an accident resulting in injury to or death of 
any person or damage to any vehicle which is driven or attended by any person, sh&ll stop 
and remain and give his name, address, and the registration number of the vehicle he is 
driving, also the name and address of the owner, and exhibit his operator’s license to the 
person struck or the driver or occupants of any vehicle collided with and shall render to 
any person injured in such accident reasonable assistance in securing medical aid or trans- 
portation of injured person or persons. 


ARTICLE XIlI—Section 31-175 (5) 

(5) When signs have been duly erected or parking meters have been capped indicating 
that parking is prohibited for a parade or other special event which has been authroized by 
and the parking prohibited by order of City Council.

CIVIC CENTER OFFICE BUILDING PARKING LOT 


It shall be unlawful for any person to park any motor vehicle on any of the lands 
adjacent to the west side of the civic center office building and the south side of the 
civic center auditorium on the northeast corner of West Washtenaw Street and South Pine 
Street except as hereinafter provided, without first obtaining a permit to so park issued by 
the civic center board of the City of Lansing. 


The civic center board is hereby authorized to regulate and control the parking of motor 
vehicles on the lands adjacent to the west side of the civic center office building and the 
south side of the civic center auditorium on the northeast corner of West Washtenaw Street 
and South Pine Street and they may set aside such spaces as they may deem necessary for 
the use of persons renting space in the civic center office building and allot space therefor. 
_ The civic center board is hereby authorized to refuse permission to any person to park on 
the lands at any time they may deem necessary or advisable. .They may also set aside 
such spaces as they deem necessary for the use of the public, the same to be designated by 
signs. 


Any vehicle parked on the lands adjacent to the west side of the civic center office building 
and the south side of the civic center auditorium in violation of the regulations set up by 
the civic center board may, without notificaton to the owner or operator of said vehicle, 
be ordered towed away and impounded by the manager of the civic center building at the 
expense of the vehicle owner or operator, or a summons for parking in a prohibited area 
without a permit may be issued by the police department.

Gentlemen: 


On March 26, 1962, the City Council by 
a vote of 8-0 adopted a resolution embrac- 
ing two transfers of funds: 


“That Transfers be made as follows: 


“$15,000 from General 1-E to Pedestrian 
Overpass. 


“$38,300 from Water and Light Courts 
Building to Park 2-D-157 Arbor- 
etum Park Building.” 


The first part of this resolution relative 
to the pedestrian overpass near the Horse- 
brook School has my complete endorsement. 
Such an improvement is needed immediately 
for the safety and well-being of hundreds 
of children in that area. 


However, I do have unequivocal reserva- 
tions with the second part of the resolution 
relative to the new building at Arboretum 
Park. 


The $38,300 contained in the resolution 
under discussion is not the entire cost of 
the project. A sum of $32,353 has been set 
aside in the 1961-62 budget for this nature 
building by vote of the Council one year 
ago. The $38,300 represents the remainder 
of the cost of the $70,000 structure. 


The nature study building would be a 
frivolous addition to Lansing’s municipal 
facilities at the present time, showing no 
deference to the taxpayers of our city. 


The Planning Board, in its six-year cap- 
ital outlay program which aims to coordi- 
nate the city’s capital improvement efforts, 
lists the nature study building at Arbor- 
etum for the 1965-66 fiscal year; in other 
words, this building does not have a high 
priority. 


This is an expensive building; to raise 
the $70,000 needed for its construction 
would take all the taxes paid to the city 
on real estate valued at more than 
$10,000,000. There is a serious question 
whether such an expenditure is warranted 
in this case. 


There is also serious question as to the 
wisdom of the city constructing such a 
building at all. Less than three miles away, 
at Michigan State University, is a splendid 
public museum which fills all the qualifica- 
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tions put forth on behalf of the Arboretum 
building and much more. 


General public use of the proposed struc- 
ture is another point open to question. It 
is my contention that it would serve only a 
fraction of our population, with the same 
handful of persons using the building over 
and over. Service to such a fraction of 
the population by such an expensive struc- 
ture is highly questionable use of public 
funds, which should be used judiciously for 
the good of as many citizens as possible. 


In light of these reservations and serious 
questions about proper and judicious use of 
public funds, I must reluctantly exercise 
the mayor’s veto power for the first time 
in my year in office. It is my hope that 
the Council will review their position on 
this matter with somber thought as to the 
best interests of the general public. My 
reluctance is tempered considerably by the 
fact that my office has just completed its 
budget preparation, and in line with reality 
has trimmed the net budget for the com- 
ing fiscal year by 21% percent from the 
current budget. Many worthwhile items 
have been omitted from my suggestions by 
the reality that under current fiinancing 
methods, the city simply can’t afford them 
at this time. I am confident that when the 
city assumes the modern pay-as-you-use 
financing method available under bonding 
power, many worthwhile projects can be 
undertaken forthwith. 


I have no choice but to veto the resolu- 
tion in both its parts. I would recommend 
that the Council adopt another resolution 
providing solely for construction of the 
pedestrian overpass, and leave the Nature 
Study building for longer-range plans. I 
would also recommend that the $30,000 al- 
ready appropriated for this structure be re- 
turned to the contingent fund and used 
later for a project, or projects, containing 
much greater marginal utility to the pub- 
lic. The operation of the resolution is 
suspended.

Cleeves, a university graduate naturalist, 
having studied nature programs and their 
use by people for eight years at Chicago, 
Washington, Detroit, Toledo, Cleveland, 
Columbus, ete. 


In the planning of a Nature Program and 
Building at Arboretum Park the Park Board 
has been with me all the way, and has 
officially placed this project at the top of 
the list of major improvements both in 1961 
and in 1962. We have given colorslide lec- 
tures on Park and Recreation activities, in- 
eluding Arboretum, to hundreds of clubs, 
grade schools, high schools and college 
classes, and thousands of our people are 
looking forward to the institution of this 
program and would be deeply disappointed 
if the Nature Center is not financed at this 
time.

I am for recrea- 
tion, and have spent most of my adult life 
in helping to build Lansing’s Park and 
Recreation System. 


I stake my lifetime reputation, built I

The Honorable Mayor 
and Members of the City Council: 


The Board of Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners requested this meeting to discuss 
with you a mutual problem which we feel 
has received too much unfair publicity re- 
sulting in a breakdown of communications 
between the Board and your Honorable Body 
which certainly is not in the best interests 
of either party or the city as a whole. 


The problem of moonlighting or sec- 
ondary jobs which the members of our Fire 
Department and Police Department have 
been engaged in had reached a point where 
the Board felt it had got completely out of 
control and certainly this Board must accept 
the responsibility for this situation. There- 
fore, drastic measures were necessary, re- 
sulting in the action taken by your Board 
on December 7, 1961. This action was noth- 
ing new to the members of each department 
because it had been in effect for years with 
the exception of the war periods and it is 
the unanimous opinion of your Board mem- 
bers that the renewing of this ruling with 
the definite deadline was in the best inter- 
ests of all. The Board feels the action taken 
on December 7, 1961, was necessary and 
proper and should not be rescinded. 


It is the opinion of this Board that your 
Honorable Body should give serious consid- 
eration to placing in your 1962-1963 budget, 
the necessary funds, if it is at all possible, 
which would allow your Board to hire addi- 
tional personnel so that they may be in a 
position to put the members of the Fire 
Department on a 40-hour work week, the 
same as all other city employees. This we 
are sure would eliminate all the unfavor- 
able publicity that has taken place and 
would settle the issue. The Board has no 
intention of being unreasonable in its re- 
quirements. We do intend, however, to see 
that abuses of this privilege are not per- 
mitted to exist. 
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Therefore, it is the policy of the Police 
and Fire Board that members of the Fire 
Department and the Police Department who 
desire to supplement their income by work- 
ing outside of their regular employment 
with the City, must apply, in writing, to 
their respective Chief, who will, in turn, 
submit such request, together with his rec- 
ommendation, to the Board’s Men and Dis- 
cipline Committee. The decision will be 
made after consideration of possible im- 
pairment of the individual’s efficiency, 
health and well-being on the job, his avail- 
ability in event of emergency duty, and 
whether such employment will materially 
affect the full-time employment of another 
person. 


Henceforth, any and all persons employed 
in either the Police or Fire Department will, 
before entering upon his duties, be called 
upon to accept this policy as a condition 
of employment.

In the necessary and orderly development 
of sewers and drains in the City, the Board 
of Public Service wishes to call to the City 
Council’s attention the needs to satisfac- 
torily complete these improvements in the 
area west of Logan and north of Holmes 
Road. 


These sewers and drains are possible to 
install at this time as the result of a con- 
siderable construction program over the 
past few years in which the main trunk 
lines were extended to serve these areas. 
It should be pointed out that the people 
living on these streets should be made 
aware of the possibilities of petitioning the 
City Council for these improvements and 
that they will be processed for construction 
as soon as all connecting petitions are sub- 
mitted. Also it should be emphasized that 
curb and gutter can only be constructed 
properly after proper drainage (catch basins 
and drains) is built. 


Street lighting and paving as well as 
gravel reconditioning, where necessary, is 
completed at no expense to the property, 
only following the petitioning and construc- 
tion of sewers, drains, and curb and gutter. 


The cost for the above are estimated upon 
petition and the results made known to the 
petitioners. Needless to say, it is possible 
to complete this program at a lesser cost 
to each of the property owners if all sec- 
tions are under a single contract. 


The results of the survey in this area 
show that the following sanitary and storm 
sewers should be constructed as soon as 
possible.

The signal at Hazel is primarily a ‘‘peak 
hour” signal that, if it were not a school 
crossing, would operate stop and go in the 
morning and evening only. As it is a school 
crossing, which crossing was formerly at 
Main and Pennsylvania, the signal operates 
stop and go during the following hours the 
year ’round:

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BUDGET SUMMARY 


The Lansing City Council submits here- 
with its recommendations for the 1962-1963 
budget. These recommendations are offered 
in the spirit of good government for the 
City of Lansing. During the many hours 
this budget was under consideration and 
study by the City Council every effort was 
made to provide the best for the citizens of 
Lansing. It is the hope of the Council that 
this budget, and the few changes made 
from the budget recommended by the Mayor, 
represents appropriations which will pro- 
vide the most good for the most people, 
within the limits of the City’s income. 


The tax rate will remain the same as it 
has been since 1956—$18.50 per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation. 


The budget will provide the needs of 
Lansing General Fund Operation, the Muni- 
cipal Parking System, The Sewage Disposal 
System. and the Cemetery System. 


Budget totals are: 


General Fund Budget .......... $10,136,650.00 
Municipal Parking ............ 295,000.00 
Sewage Disposal -._-.......... 860,000.00 
Cemetery System -~............... 104,935.00 


1. PERSONNEL—tThe City Council con- 
curs basically with the recommendations of 
the Mayor. There will be recommendations 
for adjustments in salaries and wages sub- 
sequent to the approval of the 1962-1963 
budget where iniquities exist, and these 
must be taken into consideration, as well 
as reclassification, and the amount placed 
in contingency has been increased to pro- 
vide for these adjustments. But the City 
Council agrees after study of the work sit- 
uation of the Personnel Department, in- 
cluding improved cooperation between de- 
partment heads and better scheduling, that 
addition to staff of the Personnel Depart- 
ment, aS recommended in the Mayor’s 
budget is not necessary, and appropriation 
for this staff addition has, thus, been dis- 
allowed. 


2. CAPITAL OUTLAY—It is the feel- 
ing of the Council that the Mayor’s recom- 
mendations on Capital Outlay would se- 
riously affect the current maintenance of 
the city’s streets, sidewalks, sewers and 
ete., and the Council has restored funds 
wherever it was felt necessary in order to 
maintain the established tradition of good 
city government for which Lansing has be- 
come well known in the Michigan family of 
cities. 


$110,000 has been added to the Capital 
Outlay budget. This amount. together with 
a carry forward amount of $130,000, will 
make available $500,000 for such major 
street improvements as Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue from Cedar to Dexter Streets; Jolly 
Road from Cedar Street to Aurelius Road: 
and Holmes Road from Pleasant Grove Road 
to South Washington Avenue. 
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The Council agrees that such major con- 


struction as the proposed Ottawa Street . 


bridge, the Pennsylvania Avenue Bridge and 
the proposed enclosure of the Holmes drain 
should be financed by bond issue, but that 
plan and design work be a part of the reg- 
ular budget in order that such work be 
expedited and that a clear picture be pre- 
sented of each project before taking any 
project to the people for approval. 


The Council also agrees that in many 
instances there is valid reason for combin- 
ing individual accounts in the budget, but in 
a few specific cases, it is felt that in the 
handling of public funds it is well to be 
as specific as is reasonably possible in the 
exact budgeting and control of all monies. 


No change has been made in the recom- 
mendation to enforce requirements that all 
funds expended by individual departments 
be processed through prescribed budgetary 
and accounting procedures subsequent to 
poem approval and appropriation of 
funds. 


Although the Mayor has requested a new 
outdz:or swimming pool he did not include 
funds for construction of such a pool in his 
budget. Since this money may be commit- 
ted from the new budget as soon as that 
budget is finalized, the Council has added 
$119,000 to the Capital Outlay program to 
provide for immediate construction of the 
swimming pool so that it may be completed 
in time for use this year. 


But the City Council at the same time 
approved a $5,000 appropriation for a boat 
launching site at Grand River park and 
agreed to finish South Washington Park 
and improve Gier and Tecumseh Parks. 


38. CITY WAGES, SALARIES, DEATH 
BENEFITS—The State of Michigan has 
held the salary line for the coming fiscal 
year. The City of Lansing’s wage and sal- 
ary schedule compares favorably with other 
cities of comparable size. In view of these 
facts and in light of the current economic 
situation, the Council recommends a 1 per- 
cent increase in fringe benefits equivalent 
to 1 percent rise in payroll for regular, 
full time city employees, along with minor 
wage and salary adjustments to correct 
existing inequities. Provision has been made 
for city employees to receive merit step 
increases totalling $7,500 during the fiscal 
year. The average Lansing city employee 
is paid, including fringe benefits, $7,306 
annually. This average does not include 
department heads and other previously un- 
classified employees. This average is 10 per- 
cent higher than the average city employee 
in Michigan and 8 percent higher than the 
tri-city average of the most comparable 
cities of Flint, Saginaw and Grand Rapids. 


In addition, the Council has increased 
the death benefit from $2,000 to $4,000 for 
all regular full time city employees at no 
cost to the employees. This is in addition to 
the group hospitalization insurance program 
which is made available to city employees 
at a reduced rate. 
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4. EMPLOYEE CLASSIFICA TION—The 
Council also has extended the city employee 
classification system and pay bracket sched- 
ule to include all city employees excepting 
elected officials and the executive assistant 
to the Mayor. 


5. NEW FIREMEN—The Council also 
concurs in the hiring of 10 new firemen to 
man-the new fire stations. 


6. INTERNAL AUDITOR—Funds have 
been appropriated for an auditor’s position. 
The specific disposition of this position and 
the funds will undergo further study be- 
tween this date and July 1. Final specific 
action then will be determined subject to 
the approval of the City Council. 


7 TAX COLLECTOR—tThe Mayor’s 
budget asked for a personal property tax 
collector in the treasurer’s department to 
work in conjunction with the new personal 
tax assessor. No formal request had been 
made for such a position prior to the publi- 
cation of the budget request and it has 
been thus impossible to develop the neces- 
sary study of such a position. The Council 
recommends that the treasurer continue the 
practice of utilizing his regular employees 
= this purpose on an extra-time paid wage 

asis. 


8 NEW APPRAISERS—Requests for 
two new appraisers in the Assessor depart- 
ment also have been denied, pending final 
report of the Citizens Advisory Committee 
which is studying the need for an overall 
reassessment program. 


9. PURCHASING AND PRINTING—A 
provision has been made for a centralized 
purchasing and duplicating program as fol- 
lows: These functions shall be administra- 
tively divided between the city personnel 
director and the controller, with specific 
appropriations of $20,000. Final details will 
be developed with the controller assuming 
the purchasing function within his depart- 
ment and the personnel director assuming 
responsibility of duplicating within his de- 
partment. Final specific action will be de- 
termined, subject to City Council approval 
between this date and July l. 


10. ASSESSMENT PHOTOGRAPHS — 
The Council approved a $4,500 appropria- 
tion to provide the assessor’s department 
with a photograph of every building in the 
city which is to become a part of the de- 
partment’s permanent records for assess- 
ment purposes. It is felt that this will 
appreciably increase the efficiency of the 
assessment process and facilitate future 
work of the department. 


ll. URBAN RENEWAL—The City 
Council already has appropriated funds for 
an Urban Renewal Director. It is felt that 
currently he will be able to use existing 
office space and city personnel, and that as 
the program develops the necessary staff 
can be added as needed. 


12. CIVIL DEFENSE—The City Council 
is of the opinion that the present cooperative 
arrangement between the Mayor’s office and 
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that of the Lansing Safety Council in the 
administration of local. Civil Defense will 
continue to be adequate to service this pro- 
gram, especially since there seems to be 
no agreement on a state or federal level on 
how such a program should be administered 
locally. 


13. NIGHT COURT—The Council agrees 
with the need for easing the tremendous 
backlog of municipal court cases and rec- 
ommends that evening court sessions may 
be a partial solution as well as an added 
convenience to the public. This program 
should be given reasonable opportunity to 
test its efficiency and an appropriation of 
$5,000 has been approved to hire a judge 
to preside over this night court and to pro- 
vide the necessary secretarial and court 
clerk assistance.

Plans for development, under the Com- 
munity Unit Plan Section of the Zoning 
Ordinance, of two large apartment towers 
have been submitted to City Council and 
referred to the Planning Board. 


The proposed development is located on 
a one acre site at the northwest corner of 
the intersection of North Pine and West 
Ottawa Streets, within the limits of the 
Master Plan’s proposed Capital Develop- 
ment area. 
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The base of the proposed building, which 
contains a 2,000 square feet rental shop, a 
8,800 square foot restaurant on two floors 
and three level 219 space parking garage, 
covers the entire one acre site. A terrace 
deck containing 14,461 square feet of open 
area, is located on a roofed portion of the 
parking garage. The two apartment towers, 
with a total of 216 dwelling units, the base 
of which contain 5,600 square feet of com- 
mercial rental area on the terrace level, 
project upward from the terrace deck. 


The Board in considering the tower 
project, believes that the proposed type of 
apartments are desirable near the central 
business district. The apartments would be 
an asset to the downtown business as well 
as advantageous to their occupants. 


In its report on this project, the Board 
is required by the Zoning Ordinance to con- 
sider the following paragraphs of Section 
36-7 “Community Unit Plan’’: 


1. Ordinance: 


“That the property adjacent to the 
area included in the plan will not be 
adversely affected.”’ 


Analysis 


The Board feels the adjacent area may 
suffer from an increased traffic volume 
generated by the proposed accessory and 
extremely high density residential uses. 


These high density residential and 
accessory uses could encourage additional 
development of like uses in the neigh- 
borhood. This would adversely affect the 
future development of the entire area 
as envisioned by the Master Plan. The 
extreme height and building bulk would 
shadow portions of the adjoining neigh- 
borhood for most of the daylight hours. 
Buildings adjacent to the elevated ga- 
rage would be permanently blocked from 
adequate light and air circulation. 


The parking ratio for this buildling, 
which provides one parking space per 
dwelling unit, as required by the Zoning 
Ordinance, will not be adequate in light 
of the recent survey showing Ingham 
County has 1.3 cars per family. 
Parking for the proposed accessory uses 
alone would suggest about 80 additional 
spaces. 


Recommendation: 


To conform with the general character 
of the neighborhood the front yards shall 
be not less than 20 feet along the streets 
line. 


2. Ordinance: 


“That the plan is consistent with the 
intent and purpose of this chapter to 
promote public health, safety, morals, 
and general welfare.’’ 
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Analysis: 


The one hundred percent lot coverage 
would result in inadequate light and 
air circulation to adjacent buildings and 
could make proper access for firefight- 
ing equipment extremely difficult. These 
factors would adversely affect the pub- 
lic health, safety, and general welfare. 


Recommendaticn: 


To provide adequate light, air and 
aceess, side yards not less than 10 feet 
should be provided on interior lot lines. 


Ordinance: 


“That the buildings shall be used only 
for single-family dwellings, two-family 
dwellings, or multiple-dwellings and the 
usual accessory uses such as garages, 
storage space and community activities, 
including churches.” 


Analysis: 


The Board believes the proposed acces- 
sory uses within the proposed structure 
are not usual accessory uses in an apart- 
ment buildling, but rather commercial 
uses not allowed by the Zoning Ordi- 
nance, and that such uses should not be 
allowed in this district. 


As indicated by the proposed structural 
plan, commercial usage within the pro- 
posed building would suggest a twilight 
infringement into commercial zoning 
for this specific property. By implication, 
commercial zoning would then need to 
be considered for an entire area which 
would be in complete conflict with the 
Master Plan. In addition this may have 
an adverse effect on the redevelopment 
and stabilization of the Central Business 
District. 


The first sentence of Section 36.7 states 
that for a parcel of land to qualify as 
a community unit plan, “all the tract 
of land must be used for residential 
purposes.’”’ This would not permit com- 
mercial uses to be allowed as a com- 
munity activity. 


Recommendation : 


Only accessory commercial uses should 
be allowed as part of a community unit 
plan. 


Ordinance: 


‘That the average lot area per family 
contained in the site, exclusive of the 
area occupied by streets, will be not 
less than the lot area per family re- 
quired in the district in which the de- 
velopment is located.”’ 


Analysis: 


The average lot area per family re- 
quired by the Zoning Ordinance would 
allow the construction of approximately 
76 dwelling units. 
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The proposed development has 216 
units. This is equivalent to only 1/3 
of the lot space per family required by 
the Zoning Ordinance. 


F.H.A. standards would permit the 
construction of 50 dwelling units with 
a ground coverage of 45%. 


The American Public Health Associa. 
tion standards would allow 85 dwelling 
units with a ground coverage of 17%. 


The proposed project does not meet 
the lot area requirements of the Zoning 
Ordinance or currently commonly ac- 
cepted standards. 


Recommendation : 


That the open terrace be added to the 
lot area for the computation of lot area 
per family. This would allow approxi- 
mately 90 apartments. Acquisition of 
additional land would allow additional 
apartments in this development. 


The Board recommends that the project 
be favorably considered only upon compli- 
ance with the above recommendations.

I That beginning July 1, 1962, and until otherwise directed, salaries shall be paid to all 


City Officers and employees who shall be paid bi-weekly according to the attached 
schedule; the bi-weekly rate of pay to be the yearly rate divided by 26.089286. 


II That for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1962, increased pension and Social Security 


costs, the city’s share amounting to an approximate 1% increase, shall be granted to city 
employees and be budgeted as an approximate 1% increase in employee benefits. 


III That effective July 1, 1962, funds in the amount of $2,805.00 shall be budgeted for the

The Board has held a public hearing and 
is herein submitting its report. 


The proposed development, which con- — 


sists of three 42 unit apartment buildings, 
a swimming pool and a service building, 
is located along the southeast side of 
Washington Avenue between Dunlap and 
Hodge Streets. 


The Planning Board is required by the 
Zoning Oridnance to consider the follow- 
ing paragraphs of Section 36-7 ‘“Community 
Unit Plan.” 


i, 
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Ordinance: 


“That the property adjacent to the 
area included in the plan will not be 
adversely affected.’’ 


Analysis: 


The proposed development would not 
adversely affect adjacent property if 
proper screening is affected. The adja- 
cent residential lots rear into the sub- 
ject parcel. Ingress and egress to the 
project is obtained without increasing 
traffic on local residential streets. Both 
these factors are sound planning 
principles. 


Recommendation: 


Proper screening in this case would be 
a six foot fence or a planting strip with 
a minimum width of fifteen feet. If 
screening is to be achieved by a use of 
plant material, a planting strip, a mini- 
mum of 15 feet in width should be re- 
quired and plans, showing the kind, 
size and spacing of plant material 
should be submitted and referred to the 
Park Department for recommendations 
and approvel. 


. Ordinance: 


“That the plan is consistent with the 
intent and purpose of this chapter to 
promote public health, safety, morals 
and general welfare.” 


Analysis: 


The circulation pattern proposed on the 
site plan does not provide for proper 
servicing of buildings or movement of 
vehicles. With this exception the Plan 
conforms with the intent of the Zoning 
Ordinance. The Board does _ believe, 
however, the proposed 1.05 parking 
spaces per dwelling unit are not ade- 
quate to handle the needs of the pro- 
ject, in spite of the fact that this does 
conform with the Ordinance.

ORDINANCE NO.__._... 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY REVISING SECTION 31-39 
(b) and (c) OF SAID CODE: PROVIDING 
THAT: “(b) Subject to the provisions of 
subsection (a) of this section and except 
in those instances where a lower speed is 
specified in this chapter, it shall be lawful 
for the driver of the vehicle to drive the 
same at a speed not exceeding the follow- 
ing, but in any case when such speed would 
be unsafe it shall not be lawful: 


(1) Twenty-five miles an hour on all 
streets in a business or residence dis- 
trict as defined herein. 


(2) Twenty-five miles an hour in public 
parks unless a_ different speed is 
fixed and duly posted. 


(3) Twenty-five miles an hour on all 
streets and bridges in the City unless 
a different speed is fixed and duly 
posted. 
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It shall be unlawful for any person to 
exceed any of the foregoing speed limita- 
tions, except as provided in section 31-40. 


(c) Whenever the state highway com- 
missioner and the commissioner of state 
police shall jointly determine that the speed 
of vehicular traffic on a trunk line highway, 
any part of which traverses the City, is 
greater or less than is reasonable or safe 
under conditions found to exist at any in- 
tersection or place or upon any part of a 
street, and so declare a reasonable and safe 
speed thereat, which shall be effective at 
all times, or during hours of daylight or 
darkness or at such other times as may be 
determined, when appropriate signs giving 
notice thereof are erected at such inter- 
section or other place or part of a street, 
it shall be unlawful for any person to ex- 
ceed such restrictions or speed limitation; 
provided, no such determination shall be 
effective until a certified copy thereof is 
filed with the county clerk.’’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That section 31-89 (b) and (c) 
of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, be amended so that 
such section shall read as follows: 


(b) Subject to the provisions of subsec- 
tion (a) of this section and except in those 
instances where a lower speed is specified 
in this chapter, it shall be PRIMA FACIE 
lawful for the driver of the vehicle to drive 
the same at a speed not exceeding the fol- 
lowing, but in any case when such speed 
would be unsafe it shall not be lawful: 


(1) Twenty-five miles an hour on all 
streets in a business or residence dis- 
trict as defined herein. 


(2) Twenty-five miles an hour in public 
parks unless a different speed is fixed 
and duly posted. 


(3) Twenty-five miles an hour on all 
streets and bridges in the City unless 
a different speed is fixed and duly 
posted. 


It shall be PRIMA FACIE unlawful for 
any person to exceed any of the foregoing 
speed limitations, except as provided in 
section 31-40. 
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(c) Whenever the state highway com- 
missioner and the commissioner of state 
police shall jointly determine that the speed 
of vehicular traffic on a trunk line high- 
way, any part of which traverses the City, 
is greater or less than is reasonable or safe 
under conditions found to exist at any inter- 
section or place or upon any part of a 
street, and so declare a reasonable and safe 
speed thereat, which shall be effective at 
all times, or during hours of daylight or 
darkness or at such other times as may be 
determined, when appropriate signs giving 
notice thereof are erected at such intersec- 
tion or other place or part of a street, it 
shall be PRIMA FACIE unlawful for any 
person to exceed such restriction or speed 
limitation ; provided, no such determination 
shall be effective until a certified copy 
thereof is filed with the county clerk.

PROGRESS REPORT—PARKS 
AND RECREATION 


June 1, 1962. 


Increased recreation programming began 
last year when a few chosen playgrounds 
were kept open for two additional weeks. 
This year all City Park and Recreation 
playground periods are extended two addi- 
tional weeks, namely from 8 to 10 weeks 
of activity. Two summer playgrounds were 
added last year and two more are being 
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added this year (Dunnebeck and South 
Washington in 1961 and Larch and Walsh 
for 1962). 


We added 38 after-school grade school 
boys programs and 8 after-school grade 
school girls programs in 1961. This year 
there have been 9 new after-school pro- 
grams for boys and 9 new after-school 
programs for girls added, making a total of 
83 after-school prorgams for boys and 31 
after-school programs for girls. 


Last year 5 new evening Junior and 
Senior High programs for boys and 5 new 
evening Junior and Senior High programs 
for girls were added. This coming year 
6 new programs for each have been ap- 
proved, bringing a total of 26 for Junior 
and Senior High boys and 19 for Junior 
and Senior High girls. 


Two new program periods for men and 
two programs for women were added at 
schools this year and one for Mr. and 
Mrs. activity. 


Winter swim periods were added last 
year at Otto, Everett and Sexton High 
Schools from November 1961 to April 1962, 
scheduling family and teen dip periods. 


Construction of a new building at South 
Washington Park for $28,196.00 will be 
an asset to this new Park, which is nearly 
ready to be opened to the public for pic- 
nics. A new baseball diamond now in use 
and a new ice rink to be opened this 
coming winter will help immeasurably to 
take the load from surrounding parks. A 
newly developed playground area and re- 
cently installed equipment is creating high 
use of this newly developed Park. 


An expanded program is underway at 
the Caravan Club Youth Center, permit- 
ting boys who use this facility an added 
day a week here. 


Summer swims at Moores Pool this year 
will be all mixed swimming, and the pool 
will be opened all day from 10:00 a.m. 
to 9:00 p.m. for continual use. Funds 
have been provided for hiring extra guards 
and attendants and this permits three 
hours more swim time daily. 


Funds amounting to $119,000.00 have 


‘been provided for a new swimming pool 


at Hunter Park and plans are within a 
week of completion for bidding. Every 
effort is being made to complete construc- 
tion as soon as possible. An additional 
$30,000.00 has been provided this year for 
a Nature-Science building at Arboretum 
Park, adding to the recreation facilities 
for those interested in the science of 
nature and the physical world about us. 
Plans are out now for bid on this build- 
ing and construction should also be com- 
pleted by fall. 


Six new shuffleboard courts added to 
those constructed last year have given us 
a twelve court championship facility for 
the elderly, second to none in the State. 
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These are lighted for evening play. They 
are located at Moores Park and have cost 
approximately $5,200.00. 


Added funds have been given for the 
coming year for equipment and supplies 
and part time help for our expanding 
Senior Citizens recreation activities. 


Three Park-School sites of five acres 
each are presently being acquired at a 
cost of $20,618.30 in the south end of the 
City, helping us to keep abreast of the 
City’s needs in these new areas. Acqui- 
sition of Marshall Field from the State 
of Michigan is becoming a reality after 
years of fruitless attempts, and when we 
obtain ownership of this 8 acre parcel, the 
City will be assured of its continued rec- 
reational use. 


The re-lighting and _ refurbishing of 
Municipal Ball Field has been a great 
stride forward. This project is going to 
prove real beneficial to the sport of base- 
ball and to the interest of both partici- 
pants and players. $39,533.13 has been 
spent on this improvement.

This Committee’s investigation has shown 
that the Police and Fire Board’s request 
that supervisory personnel of the Fire 
Dept. withdraw from membership in the 
employees union is a wholly legitimate one 
and cannot be construed as a “union- 
busting” activity. It is the Police and Fire 
Board’s responsibility to maintain a Fire 
Fighting service consistent with the highest 
standards of effectiveness and efficiency, to 
the end that the interests of the public 
safety are the paramount interests of the 
department. It has been publicly stated, 
by a _ representative of the Firefighters 
Union, that the Firemen are first, last and 
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always, union men. Since union obliga- 
tions cannot be permitted to interfere with 
the Fire Department’s responsibility to the 
whole public, the Police and Fire Board’s 
decision, regarding the withdrawal of 
supervisory personnel from membership 
within the same union as the employees 
whose activities they must supervise, is 
deemed to be in the public interest and not 
in any manner a “union-busting” activity. 
It is pertinent to point out that even 
though Municipal Government is not sub- 
ject to the provisions of the ‘National 
Labor Relations Act,” the NLRB has ruled, 
and the Courts have found, as follows: 
“Supervisors are not employees; the Act 
expressly excludes them from the definition 
of covered employees and further, the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board has approved 
‘“employer’s requirements that Foremen 
and Supervisors give up their union mem- 
bership because union obligations might 
interfere with a supervisor’s primary duties 
and obligations.”

The adjacent street pattern is such that 
in most instances the left turns from Sagi- 
naw can be made at other streets. Putting 
these turn prohibition regulations into 
effect would increase the capacity of Sagi- 
naw Street for thru and right turning 
vehicles and improve the efficiency of flow 
and reduce hazards caused by left turning 
vehicles. 


In connection with these regulations the 
Board desires to point out that when Sagi- 
naw and Jefferson/Oakland are made one- 
way streets left turn prohibitions will be 
abolished and all left turns will be per- 
mitted.

Rockford Road west of Cedar Street the 
Traffic Board recommends for City Coun- 
cil’s consideration changes in the present 
parking regulations and the addition of a 
restriction as a result of a survey. 

The Post Office Department does not 
have sufficient room on the South Cedar 
Annex property to park all employees’ cars. 
Some have to park on the street, and do 
park on Rockford Road. 


We show below a comparison between 
present and proposed parking regulations: 


Rockford Road: 
North side from Cedar to rear of stores 


Now: No parking at any time—no 
change. 


North side from rear of stores to Forest 


Now: No régulation—Change to no park- 
ing at any time. 


South side from Forest to Maplewood 
Now: No regulation—No change. 


South side from Maplewood to parking 
lot rear of stores 


Now: No parking at any time—Change 
to one hour parking 8 A.M.-6 P.M. 


South side from parking lot rear of 
stores to Cedar 


Now: No parking at any time—No 
change. 


This will prohibit parking on the north: 


side and permit parking on the south side 
except just west of Cedar. It will also im- 
prove the sight distance for southbound 
motorists on Maplewood, many of whom 
come from the post office, and who have 
difficulty seeing vehicles westbound on 
Rockford due to parking on the north side 
of Rockford. Rockford is too narrow to 
have parking on both sides.

Plans for development, under the com- 
munity plan section of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance, of an apartment project called 
Crestwood Terrace, have been submitted to 
Council and referred to the Planning 
Board. 


The Board has held a public hearing and 
is herein submitting its report. 


The proposed development, which con- — 


sists of three 42 unit apartment buildings, 
a swimming pool and a service building, 
is located along the southeast side of 
Washington Avenue between Dunlap and 
Hodge Streets. 


The Planning Board is required by the 
Zoning Oridnance to consider the follow- 
ing paragraphs of Section 36-7 ‘“Community 
Unit Plan.”

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Ordinance: 


“That the property adjacent to the 
area included in the plan will not be 
adversely affected.’’ 


Analysis: 


The proposed development would not 
adversely affect adjacent property if 
proper screening is affected. The adja- 
cent residential lots rear into the sub- 
ject parcel. Ingress and egress to the 
project is obtained without increasing 
traffic on local residential streets. Both 
these factors are sound planning 
principles. 


Recommendation: 


Proper screening in this case would be 
a six foot fence or a planting strip with 
a minimum width of fifteen feet. If 
screening is to be achieved by a use of 
plant material, a planting strip, a mini- 
mum of 15 feet in width should be re- 
quired and plans, showing the kind, 
size and spacing of plant material 
should be submitted and referred to the 
Park Department for recommendations 
and approvel. 


. Ordinance: 


“That the plan is consistent with the 
intent and purpose of this chapter to 
promote public health, safety, morals 
and general welfare.” 


Analysis: 


The circulation pattern proposed on the 
site plan does not provide for proper 
servicing of buildings or movement of 
vehicles. With this exception the Plan 
conforms with the intent of the Zoning 
Ordinance. The Board does _ believe, 
however, the proposed 1.05 parking 
spaces per dwelling unit are not ade- 
quate to handle the needs of the pro- 
ject, in spite of the fact that this does 
conform with the Ordinance.

. Analysis: 


The proposed 1,186 square feet of lot 
area per apartment exceeds the 1,000 
square feet per apartment minimum re- 
quired by the Zoning Ordinance.

During the past several months, our office 
has been the recipient of numerous com- 
plaints regarding non-operating parking 
meters. Although the parking meter repair- 
men have been commendable in their efforts, 
we must face the fact that many of the 
city meters are nearing obsolesence, and 
therefore do not function as well as should 
be expected, even with repairs. 


In rainy weather many of our meters 
leak resulting in “‘wet money,’’ which is 
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difficult to process by machine sorter and 
counter. In winter weather, these and other 
meters freeze resulting in revenue loss to 
the City on one hand and disgruntled motor- 
ists on the other. 


Recently, our office has been informed by 
representatives of various parking meter 
manufacturers that replacement parts and 
coin-tube inserts are no longer being man- 
ufactured for the style of some of our 
present meters. This matter becomes serious 
due to the fact that the City is desperately 
in need of several hundred coin tubes to 
replace the many badly rusted tubes now 
on hand. Too, as the present meters con- 
tinue to wear, the overall problem will be- 
come more intense. 


Because of this situation, I therefore urge 
the Council to give consideration to this 
matter, and that a study committee be 
established to appraise the City of its park- 
ing meter problems and needs, with the 
present in mind and the very near future.

The Board of Water and Light of the 
City of Lansing wishes to record its ob- 
jection to the disposal of any water con- 
taining industrial or other wastes that may 
pollute the underground waters that are 
the source of the City’s water supply. 


The City’s water is obtained from the 
rock formation underlying 80 to 100 feet 
of glacial drift, mostly sand and gravel. 


The rock is somewhat porous and judg- 
ing by observation of locations where the 
rock has been exposed, is fissured. 


The disposal of wastes into this rock 
formation, therefore, is almost certain to 
contaminate the public’s water. 


It is impossible to police water to be 
disposed of in a so-called dump well and 
the danger to public health and the suita- 
bility of the water for drinking purposes 
would be unnecessarily endangered.

(4.) Section H-401. Definitions. ‘“Uni- 
form Building Code” is hereby amended to 
read the 1958 Edition of the Uniform 
Building Code instead of the 1961 Edition. 


(5.) Section 502 (b). Yards, is hereby 
amended by deleting this subsection and 
substituting the following: 


Section H-502 (b). Yards, Side. Every 
side yard shall be not less than three feet 
(3 feet) in width for one-story and two- 
story buildings.

(9.) Section 1101 (e). Hazardous Wir- 
ing, is hereby amended by deleting this 
subsection and substituting the following: 


All 
wiring except that which conformed with 
all applicable laws in effect at the time 
of installation and which has been main- 
tained in good condition and is being used 
for the electrical loads for which it was 
designed and in a safe manner.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES,

AMENDED BY ADDING SECTIONS TO 
BE NUMBERED 23-23, 23-23.1, 23-23.2,

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amend- 
ed by adding sections to be numbered 23-23, 
23-23.1, 23-23.2, 23-28.3 to read as follows: 


Section 23-23. Boxelder bugs—Maintain- 
ing female boxelder trees as nuisance, to 
be abated upon notice. 


Any female boxelder tree which is or 
could be the breeding place for boxelder 
bugs (Leptocoris trivittas) is hereby de- 
clared to be a public nuisance and it shall 
be unlawful for any person to maintain 
the the same on their property after notifi- 
eation as herein provided. 


Section 23-23.1. Same-— Removal from 
City property. 


Any such trees located on public lands 
within the limits of the City shall be re- 
moved at City expense and under the di- 
rection of the Park Board. 


Section 23-23.2. Same—Entry upon pri- 
vate property. 


The City Forester, or authorized em- 
ployees of the Park Board, may enter upon 
private property to make field inspections, 
including the removal of specimens for 
analysis. 


Section 23-23.3. Same—Notice to owner, 
action by city personnel. 


After inspection of the tree, the City 
Forester may require, by written notice, 
addressed either to the owner of the pre- 
mises on which the tree is located, or the 
occupant of such premises, the removal of 
such tree. If such notice is given, the own- 
er will be given a reasonable and definite 
time in which to comply with the order, 
which time shall be not less than ten (10) 
days from the date of the notice. If such 
tree is not removed within the time given 
in the notice, the City Forester or author- 
ized employees of the Park Board shall 
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report the failure to remove to the City 
Council. The City Council may, without 
further notice, cause the same to be done. 
All costs involved in the cutting and re- 
moval of such tree shall be assessed against 
the property on the next general assessment 
roll of the City.

(BUILDING CODE) 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY ADDING SECTION 9-6 
TO READ AS FOLLOWS: 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section, 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amend- 
ed by adding Section 9-6 to read as follows: 


Section 9-6. CHANGES IN UNIFORM 
BUILDING CODE. 


The Uniform Building Code adopted by 
Section 9-2 of this chapter is hereby 
changed, altered or amended to read as 
follows: 


(1) Section 201. There is hereby estab- 
lished the Building Division of the Public 
Service Department which shall be under 
the jurisdiction of the Building Official who 
shall be appointed by the Director of Pub- 
lic Service. The Building Division shall con- 
sist of the Building Official, Assistant Build- 
ing Official, City Electrican and such other 
assistants, clerks, inspectors and employees 
as may be necessary to carry on the work 
of the Building Division as in this Code 
provided, and said officials and employees 
shall hold office at the pleasure of the Pub- 
lic Service Director. 


(2) Section 202 (b) DEPUTIES. The em- 
ployees of the Building Division shall be 
appointed by the Director of Public Serv- 
ice and shall be paid such compensation as 
established by the City Council. They may 
be removed from office at any time by the 
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Director of Public Service for the good 
of the service. They shall perform such 
duties as shall be prescribed by the build- 
ing official and shall devote their entire 
time to the work of the Building Division, 
and shall not during their term of office be 
engaged in any private work pertaining to 
the planning or erection of buildings: 


(3) Section 301-C. PLANS AND SPE- 
CIFICATIONS. With each application for 
a building permit and when required by 
the Building Official for enforcement of 
any provision of this Code, two sets of 
plans and specifications shall be submitted. 
All plans and specifications shall comply 
with the provisions of this Code and all 
other applicable regulations including the 
LANSING UNIFORM HOUSING CODE, 
the Fire Prevention Code, and the Registra- 
tion Act for Architects, Professional Engi- 
neers and Land Surveyors. Act 240 P.A. 
1937, as amended. 


(4) Section 302 (d). BUILDING PER- 
MITS, EXPIRATION. Permits for struc- 
tures upon which work is not started with- 
in six months of date of issue, and permits 
for structures, work upon which has been 
abandoned for six months, shall lapse and 
cease to be in effect. The Building Official 
may within six months of the date of such 
permits lapse reinstate them, but such a 
reinstatement shall not be obligatory but 
only at his discretion. Permits which have 
lapsed for more than six months shall be 
void and may not be reinstated except by 
resolution of the Board of Public Service. 


(5) Section 303 (a). BUILDING PERMIT 
FEES. A fees for each building permit shall 
be paid to the Building Official as set forth 
in Section 9-10 of the Lansing Supplemental 
Building Code. 


(6) Section 403. DEFINITIONS AND 
ABBREVIATIONS. “Building Existing.’’ 
Any building constructed or started within 
the City Limits of Lansing under properly 
issued building permits previous to the 
adoption of this ordinance, and also all 
buildings erected or started outside the 
City Limits of Lansing under properly 
issued building permits previous to the 
annexation of the property to the City of 
Lansing. 


(7) Section 1405 (b). ROOM SIZES AND 
CEILING HEIGHTS. Every room required 
to have windows in subsection (a) shall 
have a ceiling height of not less than seven 
feet six inches (7’ ~ 6”). 


Exception: In second or third floor rooms 
having sloping ceilings, the required ceil- 
ing height shall be provided in at least 50 
per cent of the room and no portion of 
any room having a ceiling height of less 
than five feet (5’) shall be considered as 
contributing to the minimum areas required 
by Subsection (b) of this Section. 


(8) Section 1405 (c). SANITATION, is 
hereby deleted. 


(9) Section 1409 is hereby amended by 
deleting the last paragraph of this section. 
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(10) Section 1504. PRIVATE GARAGES, 


(1) Private garages which are constructed 
in conjunction with any group H or I 
occupancies shall comply with the require- 
ments of this section. 


(2) No garage not of fireproof construc- 
tion shall approach closer to any dwelling 
or enclosed projection thereof than six feet 
(6’) unless the following requirements are 
complied with. 


(a) Garages having not more than 750 
square feet may be attached to or erected 
within six feet (6’) of a dwelling provided 
that the interior face of all walls, not of 
masonry construction, and the ceiling of 
such garage, not of fireproof construction, 
shall be protected with not less than a % 
hour fire resistive material. 


(b) Private garages having not more than 
600 square feet may be located under a 
dwelling, provided that the interior face 
of all walls of the garage not of masonry 
construction and the ceiling of such garage 
where the floor above is not of fireproof 
construction, shall be protected with not 
less than a one hour fire resistive material. 


Private garages located under a dwelling 
may be increased to 800 square feet, pro- 
vided that the walls of such garage shall 
be of masonry construction not less than 
eight inches (8”) thick and that the fioor 
over such garage shall be of two hour fire 
resistive construction. 


Any stairway communicating with the 
dwelling above and the garage below shall 
be enclosed with fire walls and fire doors 
with a fire resistive rating equal to that 
required for the ceiling of such garage. 


(3) General. 


(a) The floor of any attached garage 
shall be of incombustible material. The sill 
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of any door which provides communication 
between a garage and dwelling shall be at 
least six inches (6”) above the garage floor 
level. 


(b) Attached garages may communicate 
with a dwelling through not more than one 
door opening equipped with a self closing, 
metal clad door or a solid, tight fitting 
wood door one and three-eights inches 
(136) in thickness. 


(c) Garages which are located in base- 
ments may communicate with such base- 
ment through not more than one door open- 
ing equipped with a self closing class ‘‘B’’ 
fire door, the sill of which shall be at least 
six inches (6”) above the garage floor level. 


(d) There shall be no basement, cellar, 
or any portion of a dwelling under a garage 
unless the floor of such garage is unpierced, 
vapor proofed and at least of three hour 
fire resistive construction. 


(11) Section 2103 (a). EXTERIOR 
WALLS. In Fire Zones No. 1 and 2, Exte- 
rior walls within twenty feet (20’) of a 
property line shall be of not less than two 
hour fire resistive construction. 


Exception: Exterior walls fronting on 
streets having a width of at least fifty feet 
(50’) in Fire Zone No. 1 and thirty feet 
(30’) in Fire Zone No. 2 may be of unpro- 
tected incombustible construction. All struc- 
tural members shall be fire-protected as set 
forth in Table No. 17-A. 


(12) Footnote No. 1 of Table No. 23-B. 
Lansing being in a snow load area, roof 
design shall be not less than thirty (30) 
pounds per square foot live load. Construc- 
tion loads under no circumstances shall 
exceed the design load of the structure. 


(13) Table No. 24-A. MORTAR PRO- 
PORTIONS, is hereby amended by adding 
an alternate formula for type ‘‘A’’ Mortar 
and “‘D’” Mortar as follows:

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(14) Chapter 26. CONCRETE, is hereby 
amended by deleting Sections 2601 through 
2621 inclusive and substituting the ‘‘Build- 
ing’’ Code Requirements for ‘Reinforced 
Concrete,’’ serial designation AC1-318-56 
as published by the American Concrete 
Institute, including the appendix of same. 


(15) Section 2715 (b). STRESSES. The 
unit design stress in structural members 
of light steel shall not exceed the minimum 
yield strength of steel divided by 1.65. For 
the steel conforming to grade C (minimum 
yield point 33,000 pounds per square inch) 
of U.B.C. Standard No. 27-2-58 the maxi- 
mum working stress shall not exceed 20,000 
pounds per square inch. Steel of higher 
strength than Grade C shall be suitably 
identified as to yield point and ultimate 
strength. 


(16) Chapter 27. STEEL AND IRON. 
The following clause is hereby added to and 
made a part of Chapter 27. 


Section 2719. The “Supplementary Rules 
for Plastic Design and Fabrication,” adopt- 
ed December 4, 1958 by the American Insti- 
tute of Steel Construction is hereby adopted 
and made a part of Chapter 27 of the Uni- 
form Building Code. 


(17) Table 28-A. “MINIMUM FOUNDA- 
TION REQUIREMENTS for Stud Bearing 
Walls,” “Depth of Foundation Below Nat- 
ural Surface of Ground and Finish Grade” 
shall read forty-two inches (42”) in all 
cases, 


(18) Section 2806 (a). FOOTINGS AND 
FOUNDATIONS. Footings and Founda- 
tions, unless specifically provided, shall be 
constructed of masonry or concrete and 
shall in all cases extend a minimum of 
forty-two inches (42”) below the finish 
grade. Footings shall be designed to mini- 
mize differential settlement. Mortar used 
in foundation walls and footings shall be as 
specified in Section 2403 (a). 


“Bearing walls” shall be supported on con- 
tinuous solid masonry or concrete footings 
or piles which shall be of sufficient size to 
support safely the loads imposed as deter- 
mined from the character of the _ soil. 
Foundation walls supporting wood shall 
extend at least six inches (6”) above the 
finished grade adjacent to the wall at all 
points. 


“Exceptions: 


“(1) Interior bearing walls in one story 
building may be supported on piers. 


“(2) For Type V building (except Group 
H and I occupancies), isolated piers of 
solid masonry or concrete may be used for 
post and girder construction. 


(3) One story detached accessory build- 
ings to private dwellings, including private 
garages, tool sheds, etc., which do not ex- 
ceed five hundred-fifty (550) square feet in 
area and when located in rear yards and 
are of Type V construction may be sup- 
ported on foundations not less than twelve 
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inches (12”) deep below finish grade. The 
width of such foundation shall be not less 
than eight (8) inches. 


(19) Section 3104 (a). CELLULAR 
STEEL FLOOR, GENERAL. Cellular steel 
floor construction shall consist of sheet or 
strip stee] formed into an integrated sys- 
tem of parallel steel beams which combine 
the function of load-bearing members and 
a continuous deck spanning between main 
supporting girders, beams, or walls. 


When used in fire-resistive construction 
steel floors shall have a minimum of two 
inches (2”) of concrete fill on top and shall 
be protected with an approved fire-resistive 
material applied either directly to the under- 
side of the cellular steel or suspended from 
the underside of the steel floor. 


(20) Section 3309 (b) of the Uniform 
Building Code is hereby amended by re- 
pealing this subsection. 


(21) Section 3804 (f). OUTLETS. All dry 
standpipes shall extend from the ground 
floor to and over the roof and shall be 
equipped with a two and one-half inch 
(2%”) outlet not more than four feet (4’) 
above the floor level at each story. All dry 
standpipes shall be equipped with a two- 
way two and one-half inch (2%”) outlet 
above the roof. All outlets shall be equipped 
with Underwriters approval gate valves 
with substantial caps and chains. All hose 
outlets shall be equipped with National 
Standard fire hose coupling threads. 


(22) Section 4402. Material or equipment 
necessary for the work under a building 
permit may be placed or stored on public 
property only with the approval of the 
Public Service Director. 


(23) Section 4503. SPACE BELOW SIDE- 
WALK. No open area-way shall be con- 
structed upon public property and all such 
areas adjacent to public property shall be 
ao guarded with substantial metal 
rails, 


The space adjoining a building below 
a sidewalk on public property may be used 
when permitted by resolution of the City 
Council. All such spaces shall be surround- 
ed by concrete retaining walls of ample 
strength to resist earth pressure and shall 
be covered with a fire-proof floor having a 
safe live load capacity of not less than two 
hundred fifty (250) pounds per square foot. 
The upper surface of such floor or sidewalk 
shall be of some reasonably slip proof 
material. 


No such basements shall be so con- 
structed as to interfere with the pipes, 
sewers, wires or conduits of the City of 
Lansing, or any public service corporation. 


Footings located at least eight feet (8’) 
below grade may project not more than 
twelve (12”) into public property. 


(24) Section 4505 (f). MARQUEES, 
ROOF CONSTRUCTION. The roof or any 
part thereof may be a skylight, provided 
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wire glass is used not less than one-fourth 
inch (14”) thick with no single pane more 
than eighteen inches (18”) wide. 


Every roof and skylight of a marquee 
shall be sloped to downspouts which shall 
conduct any drainage from the marquee to 
sewer by other means than upon or across 
a public sidewalk. Such marquees shall be 
supported entirely on the building on which 
they are erected and there shall be no posts, 
brackets, or other obstacles located on pub- 
lic property less than eight feet (8’) above 
the sidewalk level. 


(25) Section 4507, DOORS, is hereby 
repealed. 
By Councilman Bradshaw—

The State of Michigan has advised me 
that the City of Lansing Civil Defense 
siren located on top of the Stevens T. 
Mason building must be either removed or 
properly remounted on the roof. In addition, 
certain roof repairs must be made. 


The siren is presently mounted on tim- 
bers which rest directly on the roof mate- 
rial. The weight of the siren has caused the 
roof installation to become compressed, 
which in turn has resulted in roof leaks. 
The problem has become quite serious and 
must be corrected as soon as possible with 
a target deadline of September 1, 1962. 


The State of Michigan would prefer that 
the siren be removed and the necessary re- 
pairs be made to the roof.

The Lansing Chamber of Commerce occu- 
pies 3,506 square feet of office space at an 
annual fee of $2,800.00 which covers janitor 
and maintenance costs only. The standard 
rental fee for this space, at $3.00 per 
square foot, would be $10,518.00 annually. 


AUGUST 13, 1962 


This resulted in a savings to the Lansing 
Chamber of Commerce of $7,718.00. The 
Convention and Visitors Council occupied 
716 square feet of office space at an annual 
rental fee of $2,148.00. This rental was paid 
for by the City of Lansing and properly 
charged during the regular course of bus- 
iness throughout the fiscal year.

The excess of revenue over expenditures 
of $54,635.04 does not make allowances for 
$45,350.00 interest on bonded debt of 
$2,920,000.00, or any allowance for depre- 
ciation on building, equipment, and furnish- 
ings. If depreciation were charged at 2% 
on the building exclusively this amount 
would be in excess of $95,000.00 per year. 
It should also be noted that revenues re- 
ceived from the Michigan Constitutional 
Convention totaling $112,593.62 for this 
fiscal year produced the profit from opera- 
tions and covered the balance of a loss 
which would have resulted had ,this reve- 
nue not presented itself. This foss would 
have been several times last year’s loss of 
$8,153.36. 


In comparitive analysis with last year’s 


statement of operations we note the reduc- 


tion of total revenue, when allowance is 
made for the Michigan Constitutional Con- 
vention, represented primarily by the loss 
of revenue from auditorium and facility 
rentals, parking lot receipts, and food serv- 
ice, with minor increases in concessions 
net profit and allowances for office rentals 
lost because of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. 


Expenditures increased, while revenues 
declined, primarily through salaries 
($22,840.94) while moderate’ elevation 
appeared in other expense accounts. 


On 1961 assessed valuation of $291,014,920 
the excess of income over expenditures in- 
cluding debt service for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1962 amounted to 56.54¢ 
of tax rate per $1,000 of assessed valuation.

The Michigan State Highway Department 
is preparing plans for the bridge spanning 
the river from Center St. to Washington 
Ave. on Jefferson St. Extension to the east. 


The design width (either three or four 
lanes) depends upon whether or not the 
City plans to extend Grand Ave. north to 
Sheridan Extended. In the original concept 
of this route, the return to a two-way sys- 
tem was to be effected at Grand Ave. Since 
that time, the design has been extended to 
Logan St. with City approval. 


The Board of Public Service has studied 
this matter and recommends to the City 
Council that the City extend Grand Ave.

The City of Lansing is one of the rela- 
tively few employers in the State of Mich- 
igan that does not have a plan to provide 
unemployment compensation to employees 
who are laid off through no fault of their 
own. We have, in the past, found it neces- 
sary to make such layoffs of permanent 
employees due to a lack of work or changes 
in job classification. 


It is almost certain that we will be 
forced to make similar layoffs in the future, 
and I believe we should take action now to 
provide this common and accepted fringe 
benefit for employees of the City of 
Lansing. 


The State of Michigan Public Act No. 
170 of 1958 Compiled Laws authorizes mu- 
nicipalities to establish, by ordinance, a 
system of unemployment compensation to 
cover their own employees. 


The City of Detroit adopted such an ordi- 
nance in 1958 and the City of Grand Rapids 
instituted a similar plan in 1959. In both 
cases, the cost to the cities has been mini- 
mal but the benefits paid have been of 
great value to the recipients, 


I am now having prepared an ordinance 
to establish a layoff benefit plan for our 
city employees. I expect to submit this 
proposed ordinance for your consideration 
within two weeks.

Dear Councilmen: 


On Thursday, September 6, 1962, Coun- 
cilmen Belen, Bradshaw, Brooks, Peck and 
Perrin met with Commissioner Mackie. 
The purpose of this meeting was to deter- 
mine the status of unscheduled projects 
and to request that the construction of cer- 
tain of these projects be accelerated. Com- 
missioner Mackie agreed to make a review 
of the proposal and to inform you of his 
decision. We have reviewed the Lansing 
Plan, and in the absence of Commissioner 
Mackie, I have the following information 
for you, which we hope will be of benefit 
in your deliberations relative to the pro- 
posed bond issue: 


1) 1-496 from the Pine Tree Connector 
west to Grand Avenue: This portion of 
the Interstate System has been included 
in the 1962-67 Program for engineering 
and right-of-way only. In our present 
schedule, construction would not begin 
prior to the first quarter of 1968. How- 
ever, we will accelerate our engineering 
studies and the final design for this 
route. We will then put this project 
under contract earlier if the funds are 
available. Preliminary cost estimates for 
this project total $7,200,000, Lansing’s 
share would be approximately $270,000, 
including contingencies. 


2) M-43 (Oakland Avenue) from Logan 
Street west to the Beltline Railroad 
including the railroad grade separation: 
This is the final phase in the develop- 
ment of the Saginaw Street axis. The 
section of this route between Center 
Street and Logan Street is scheduled 
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for construction in 1964, and it is an- 
ticipated that it will be open to traffic 
in the fall of 1965. It is a policy of this 
Department to complete an entire pro- 
ject such as this as quickly as possible. 
Therefore, this project will receive a 
very high priority for construction after 
July 1, 1967. Preliminary estimates in- 
dicate that this project will cost approx- 
imately $1,400,000, the City of Lansing’s 
share thus being approximately $200,000 
including contingencies. 


3) 1-496 from Grand Avenue west to I-96 
west of Lansing: The continuation of 
I-496 west of Grand Avenue will be 
constructed between 1967 and 1972. It 
is our desire that the construction of 
this portion of I-496 will closely follow 
the portion east of Grand Avenue. If 
we were to put a tentative date on this 
project, it would be between 1968 and 
1970 depending on our ability to accel- 
erate Item 1. The preliminary cost esti- 
mate of the portion of this route within 
Lansing is $11,027,000. The City of 
Lansing’s share would be approximately 
$412,000, including contingencies. 


4) M-99 (Logan Street) from St. Joseph 
Street south crossing the Grand River: 
It is apparent that the city places a 
much higher priority on this project 
than does this Department. We cannot 
possibly construct this project prior to 
July 1967 and even then it must qualify 
on a statewide priority basis. Therefore, 
we can give you no estimate at this 
time on the scheduling of this project. 
However, it will be necessary to deter- 
mine the type of improvement for this 
corridor so that I-496 (Item 3) can be 
properly designed to accommodate the 
future construction of M-99. 


In addition to these four projects, there 
are several rural projects that are equally 
important to the internal trunkline opera- 
tion of the City of Lansing. The most im- 
portant of these is the relocation of US-127 
(South Cedar Street) from Mason north 
to the Pine Tree Connector. This is the 
only solution for providing relief for South 
Cedar Street which is now the most critical 
trunkline in the Lansing area. It is hoped 
that this project can also be accelerated.

An omission in Sec. 31-156 (a), Article 
XII, Traffic Code, City of Lansing, has 
permitted dump trucks to operate without 
control by the regulations of the Truck 
Route Ordinance. 


Due to numerous complaints of dump 
truck operation on streets other than the 
designated truck routes it was deemed 
necessary and advisable to amend the 
Truck Route Ordinance on July 17, 1962, 
under provisions of Article 1, See. 31-12— 
Emergency and experimental regulations. 


The Traffic Board recommends for City 
Council’s consideration that Article XII, 
Sec. 31-156 (a) be amended to read: 


(a) Trucks, truck-tractors, trailers, semi- 
trailers, pole-trailers or any combination 
thereof over 25 feet in overall length and 
redi-mix concrete trucks AND DUMP 
TRUCKS regardless of length, are required 
to operate over designated truck routes 
except when in the process of picking up 
or delivering goods or materials at locations 
off the truck routes.

Gentlemen: 


During the Fire-Fighters campaign for 
a shorter work week, one point was 
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stressed very strongly. This point was that 
no additional men were needed to change 
our work schedule from: the 3 platoon 56 
hour work week to a two platoon 56 hour 
work week, 


While attempting to negotiate for wages, 
fringe benefits and working conditions for 
fiscal year 1960-1961, a shorter work week 
proposal was presented by Local 421, 
IAFF which is the representative group of 
the Lansing Fire Department. 


Through a misunderstanding it was said 
by the Board that to bring about a cut in 
the present 65 hour work week to the 56 
hour proposal by firemen, would necessi- 
tate the employment of another 25 firemen. 
Actually when the 3 platoon was instituted, 
not one man was hired to make up for the 
25 firemen it had been said would be 
needed for a 56 hour work week. Tempor- 
arily where did they get the men to insti- 
tute the shorter work week? Here is where 
some of the manpower was obtained. 


No 4 station was abandoned putting No. 
4 engine out of service picking up 8 men 
of the recommended 25. They eliminated 6 
red car or deputy chief drivers which puts 
their total at 14 of the 25 needed. They 
then took one man from the dispatch crew 
and now their total is 15 of the 25 needed 
firemen. 


The fire department needs fire fighters. 
Because of mass annexations since 1955 
Lansing Fire Department is approximately 
60 men short of barest coverage. The 2 
platoon and 3 platoon systems are identi- 
cal as far as manpower is concerned. This 
is the point that we are stressing. Fire 
fighters are not needed because of the 
change of work schedule. They are needed 
because of a shortage that started in 1955.

Below is an explanation regarding the 3 
platoon vs. the 2 platoon. You will see 
that both systems require the same amount 
of men. The Lansing Fire Department has 
192 men in the fire-fighting division. Of 
this 192 men, 64 men must be on duty at 
all times. As long as 64 men are on duty 
at all times, then the present system of 
Manning fire apparatus will be satisfied. 


Under the 2 platoon system 192 men are 
divided into 2 platoons. This means there 
are 96 men in each platoon. When one pla- 
toon is working, naturally, one platoon is 
off. This means that 96 men are on duty. 
Of these 96 men, 1/3 are on Kelly or extra 
leave day which leaves a total of 64 men 
on duty each and eyery day. 
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Under the 3 platoon system these 192 
men are divided into 3 platoons. Fach pla- 
téon has 64 men in it. When one platoon 
is working, the other two platoons are off 
duty. Consequently, 64 men are always on 
duty. It is readily seen that both systems 
require the same amount of manpower.

Dear Mr. Bradshaw: 


I appreciated yours and Collins Thornton 
consideration in affording us a private 
meeting regarding the installation of a 
drain in the Pleasant Grove area. 


As a result of this meeting it was deter- 
mined that this drain would be installed 
for the purpose of removing surface water 
from this particular area. It was also 
noted that the individual who complained 
has land that lies below the level of the 
proposed drain. Therefore, the fact that 
the drain would be placed in this area 
will not prevent the accumulation of water 
or the back-up of the sewer unless this 
individual connects a drain into the pro- 
posed drain from her proprety or, in the 
alternative, fills her land so that it is level 
with the surrounding lands. This also ap- 
plies to other land in this particular area. 
The gentleman from the Ingham County 
Health Department stated that if the indi- 
viduals who petitioned for this drain did 
not correct the problem existing on their 
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property they would not come in and force 
them to fill their land, raising it to the 
level of surrounding lands, or force them 
to put in a connecting drain to alleviate 
the problem. 


The individuals I represent feel that 
they should have some assurance that the 
individuals that petitioned and _ forced 
through the City Council the approval of 
the construction of this drain should also 


- be foreed to correct their situation so that 


the alleged water hazard will be resolved. 
As the other individuals do not have any 
other problems with their sewers and 
water, it would seem extremely unfair to 
force them to pay two cents (2¢) per 
square foot for the construction of this 
drain and then have the identical situation 
because the petitioners refuse to correct 
problems existing wholly on their land and 
not due to any excess surface water.

In implementing this resolution, the 
Council did not accept the lowest and best 
bid, which undermines the foundation of 
bidding and is in violation of the City 
Charter and will deprive the City of com- 
petitive bids, which ultimately will in- 
crease the cost of City purchases and, in 
turn, increase the cost of City government. 
A continued course by the City Council of 
this type of operation makes a mockery of 
the bidding process and is further proof 
that a purchasing department free of politi- 
cal influence is in the best interest of City 
government. 


As a result of requests for bids for seven 
automobiles, the City received, on October 
24, eight bids which resulted in a recom- 
mendation by Collins E. Thornton, Director 
of Public Service, dated October 25, to the 
City Council, that the bid of E & M Auto 
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Sales for seven 1963 Rambler American 
cars for $10,512.62, including seat belts, 
being the best and lowest bid, be accepted. 


This recommendation was referred to the 
Committee on Public Service which at no 
time has made official recommendation as 
to the disposition thereof. The City Council 
violated routine procedure in that the reso- 
lution adopted November 13 was a resolu- 
tion from the Committee of the Whole and 
that no prior notice was given to the 
people. Had the recommendation properly 
come from the Public Service Committee, 
it would have to be put on the agenda and 
could not have been acted upon until No- 
vember 19. 


The recommendation of the Committee 
of the Whole of accepting the second low- 
est bid is without substantive foundation 
and contrary to the recommendation of the 
Director of Public Service. Further, the 
action was taken when the Director was 
not present and the inference was that he 
recommended the action taken by the Coun- 
cil, which is wholly untrue. The argument 
presented by some Councilmen for taking 
the second bidder because that product has 
electric windshield wipers is ridiculous and 
not required in the specifications. 


I was hopeful that one or more of the 
members of the Cty Council would realize 
the error of their ways and request that 
this action be taken, and I am not naive 
to the point that the Council’s action on 
this message will be any different than its 
action taken Tuesday night. I have no 
choice but to veto the resolution. I would 
recommend that the City Council adopt 
another resolution providing for the pur- 
chase of these seven automobiles from the 
best and lowest bidder based on the rec- 
ommendation of our Public Service Direc- 
tor. The operation of the resolution is 
suspended.

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING A 
DIVISION OF PURCHASES IN THE 
FINANCE DEPARTMENT OF THE CITY 
OF LANSING— 


Creating the Office of City Purchasing 
Agent; Setting forth the Powers and 
Duties of the City Purchasing Agent; 
Creating a Committee on Standardization 
and Specification; Establishing Purchasing 
Procedures; and Prescribing Penalties for 
the Violation of its Provisions. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS 


Section 1. Short Title. This ordinance 
shall be known and may be cited as the 


=~ 
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Purchasing Ordinance of the City of 
Lansing. 


' Section. 2. Definitions, For the pur- 
poses of this Ordinance, the following 
phrases, words, and their derivations shall 
have the meaning given herein. When not 
inconsistent with the context, words used 
in the present tense include the future, 
words in the plural number include the 
singular, and words in the singular number 
include the plural number. The word 
“shall” is always mandatory and not 
merely directory. 


(1) “Chief Administrator” is the Mayor 
of the City of Lansing. 


(2) “City” is the City of Lansing. 


(3) “City Council’? is the council of the 
City of Lansing. 


(4) “City Purchasing Agent” or “Agent” 
is the Purchasing Agent of the City of 
Lansing. 


(5) “Committee” is the Committee on 
Standards and Specifications of the City 
of Lansing. 


(6) “Contractual Services’’ shall mean 
and include all telephone and gas service; 
towel and cleaning service; insurance; 
leases for all grounds, buildings, office or 
other space required by the using agencies; 
and the rental, repair or maintenance of 
equipment, machinery and other city-owned 
personal property. The term shall not in- 
clude professional and other contractual 
services which are in their nature unique 
and not subject to competition. 


(7) “Supplies” shall mean and include 
all supplies, materials and equipment. 


(8) “Using Agency’”’ is any department, 
agency, commission, board or other unit 
in the City government, except the Depart- 
ment of City Utilities, using supplies or 
procuring contractual services as pro- 
vided for in this ordinance. 


Section 3. Establishment of Division of 
Purchases, There is hereby Established in 
the Department of Finance, a Division of 
Purchases. 


_ Section 4. City Purchasing Agent. The 
City Purchasing Agent shall be the head 
and have general supervision of the Divi- 
sion of Purchases. The Agent shall perform 
all duties required of a department head 
by law, and shall have the powers and 
duties prescribed by this Ordinance. 


(1) Position Specifications. The Agent 
shall: 


(a) Appointment. Be appointed by the 
Mayor and confirmed by the Council as 
outlined in Section 7.3 of the Charter of 
the City of Lansing. 
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(b) Experience Requirement. Have had, 
prior to his appointment at least 15 years 
experience in a purchasing office of a 
public or private corporation in an execu- 
tive capacity, 


(c) Bond. Give an official bond, to be 
egies by the City Attorney, in the sum 
i ee ‘ 


(2) Scope of Purchasing Authority. The 
Agent shall have the power and it shall 
be his duty: 


(a) Purchase or Contract. To purchase 
or contract for all supplies and contractual 
services needed by any using agency which 
derives its support wholly or in part from 
the City, in accordance with purchasing 
procedures as prescribed by this ordinance 
and such rules and regulations as the 
Agent shall adopt for the internal manage- 
ment and operation of the Division of 
Purchasing and such other rules and regu- 
lations as shall be prescribed by the Mayor 
and the City Council. 


(a-1) Exceptions prohibited. The author- 
ity of the Agent to negotiate all purchases 
for all using agencies shall not be abridged 
by excepting any particular using agency. 


(a-2) Unauthorized purchases. Except as 
herein provided, it shall be unlawful for 
any City officer or officers to order the 
purchase of any supplies or make any 
contract within the purview of this ordi- 
nance other than through the Division of 
Purchasing, and any purchase ordered or 


' contract made contrary to the provisions 


hereof shall not be approved by the City 
officials, and the City shall not be bound 
thereby. 


(3) Other Powers and Duties. In addi- 
tion to the purchasing authority conferred 
in subsection (2) above and in addition to 
any other powers and duties conferred 
by this ordinance the Agent shall: 


(a) Minimum Expenditure. Act to pro- 
cure for the City the highest quality in 
supplies and contractual services at least 
expense to the City. 


(b) Encourage Competition. Discourage 
uniform bidding and endeavor to obtain 
as full and open competition as possible 
on all purchases and sales. 


(c) Rules and Regulations. Establish, and 
amend when necessary all rules and regu- 
lations authorized by this Ordinance and 
any others necessary to its operation. 


(d) Purchasing Analysis. Keep informed 
of current developments in the field of 
purchasing, prices, market conditions and 
new products, and secure for the City the 
benefits of research done in the field of 
purchasing by other governmental juris- 
dictions, national technical societies, trade 
associations having national recognition, 
and by private businesses and organi- 
zations.

(e) Forms. Prescribe and maintain such 
forms as he shall find reasonably necessary 
to the operation of this Ordinance. 


(f) Standard Nomenclature. Prepare and 
adopt a standard purchasing nomencla- 
ture for using agencies and suppliers. 


(z) Vendors’ Catalog File. Prepare, 
adopt and maintain a vendors’ catalog file. 
Said catalog shall be filed according to 
materials and shall contain descriptions of 
vendors’ commodities, prices, and discounts. 


(h) Bulk Purchases. Exploit the pos- 
sibilities of buying “In bulk’ so as to take 
full advantage of discounts. 


(i) Federal Tax Exemptions. Act so as 
to procure for the City all Federal Tax 
Exemptions to which it is entitled. 


(j) Cooperation with Department of 
Finance. Cooperate with the Department 
of Finance so as to secure for the City the 
maximum efficiency in budgeting and ac- 
counting. 


(k) Disqualification of Bidders. Have the 
authority to declare vendors who default on 
their quotations irresponsible bidders and to 
disqualify them from receiving any busi- 
ness from the municipality for a stated 
period of time. 


Section 5. Committee on Standardization 
and Specification. There is hereby estab- 
lished in the Administrative Service of the 
City the Committee on Standardization and 
Specification. 


(1) Composition. The Committee shall 
consist of the following five officials who 
shall serve without compensation: 


Mayor 

Director of Finance and City Controller 
Director of Public Service 

Chief of Fire or Police Department 


Executive from private industry 


(2) Capacity of Agent. The Agent shall 
enforce the written specifications adopted 
by the Committee. He shal] attend all 
meetings of the Committee in an advisory 
capacity and shall have the authority to 
present his recommendations on any pro- 
posed standardization or specification. 


(3) Committee Duties, It shall be the 
duty of the Committee: 


(a) Classification. To classify all the 
supplies used by the various branches of 
the City government. 


(b) Standardization. To adopt as stand- 
ards the minimum number of qualities, 
sizes, and varieties of supplies consistent 
with the successful operation of the City 
government. 
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(ec) Specifications. To prepare and adopt 
written specifications of all such standard 
supplies. 


(d) Meetings. To hold official meetings 
at least once every two months. 


(4) Effect of Adoption. After its adop- 
tion, each standard specification shall, until 
revised or rescinded, apply alike in terms 
and effect to every future purchase and 
contract for the supply described in such 
specification. 


(a) Exception. The Agent, with the ap- 
proval of the Committee, shall have the 
authority to exempt any using agency of 
the city for use of the supply described 
in such standard specification. 


(5) Laboratory Facilities. The Committee 
shall have the authority to make use of 
the laboratory and engineering facilities of 
the City and the technical staffs thereof 
in connection with its work of preparing 
and adopting standards and written speci- 
fications, 


(6) Consultation with Using Agencies. 
The Committee shall consult with the heads 
and other officials of the using agencies 
to determine their precise requirements 
and shall endeavor to prescribe those 
standards which meet the needs of the 
majority of such agencies. 


(7) Nature of Specifications. All specifi- 
cations shall be definite and certain and 
shall permit of competition. 


(a) Exception. Provided, however, that 
the provisions of this subsection shall not 
apply to non-competitive types and kinds 
of supplies. 


Section 6. Requisition and Estimates. All 
using agencies, either by or with the 
authorization of the Head of the Depart- 
ment under which the using agency oper- 
ates, shall file with the Agent detailed 
requisitions or estimates of their require- 
ments in supplies and contractual services 
in such manner, at such times, and for 
such future periods as the Agent shall 
prescribe. 


(1) Unforeseen Requirements. A using 
agency shall not be prevented from filing, 
in the same manner, with the Agent at 
any time a requisition or estimate for any 
supplies and contractual services, the need 
for which was not foreseen when the de- 
tailed estimates were filed. 


(2) Revisory Power in Agent. The Agent 
shall examine each requisition or estimate 
and shall have the authority to revise it 
as to quantity, quality, or estimated cost; 
but revision as to quality shall be in ac- 
cordance with the standards and specifi- 
cations established pursuant to this Ordi- 
nance. 


Section 7. Prohibition of Interest. Any 
purchase order or contract within the pur- 
view of this Ordinance in which the Agent, 
or any officer or employee of the City is 


. ) 
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financially, directly or indirectly, shall be 
void except that before the execution of 
a purchase order or contract the Council 
shall have the authority to waive com- 
pliance with this Section as outlined in 
a 14.4 of the City Charter of the 
ity. 


(a) Gifts and Rebates. The Agent and 
every officer and employee of the City are 
expressly prohibited from accepting, direct- 
ly or indirectly, from any person, company, 
firm or corporation to which any purchase 
order or contract is, or might be awarded, 
any rebate, gift, money, or anything of 
value whatsoever, except where given for 
the use and benefit of the City. 


Section 9. Competitive Bidding Required. 
All purchases of, and contracts for sup- 
plies and contractual services, and all sales 
of personal property which has become 
obsolete and unusable shall, except as 
specifically provided herein, be based where- 
ever possible on competitive bids. 


Section 10. Formal Contract Procedure. 
All supplies and contractual services, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided herein, when 
the estimated cost thereof shall exceed one 
thousand dollars ($1,000), shall be pur- 
chased by formal, written contract, from 
the lowest responsible bidder, after due 
notice inviting proposals. All sales of per- 
sonal property which has become obsolete 
and unusable, when the estimated value 
shall exceed one thousand dollars ($1,000), 
shall be sold by formal written contract to 
the highest responsible bidder, after due 
notice inviting proposals. 


(1) Notice Inviting Bids. 


(a) Newspaper. Notice inviting bids shall 
be published once in at least one official 
newspaper in the City and at least five 
days preceding the last day set for the re- 
ceipt of proposals. 


(a-1) Scope of Notice. The Newspaper 
notice required herein shall include a gen- 
eral discription of the articles to be pur- 
chased or sold, shall state where bid 
blanks and specifications may be secured, 
and the time and place for opening bids. 


(b) Bidder’s List. The Agent shall also 
solicit sealed bids from all responsible pro- 
spective suppliers who have requested their 
names to be added to a “Bidders’ List’ 
which the Agent shall maintain, by sending 
them a copy of such newspaper notice or 
such other notice as will acquaint them 
with the proposed purchase or sale. In any 
case, invitations sent to the vendors on 
the bidders’ list shall be limited to com- 
modities that are similar in character and 
ordinarily handled by the trade group to 
which the invitations are sent. 


(ec) Bulletin Board. The Agent shall also 
advertise all pending purchases or sales by 
a notice posted on the public bulletin 
board in the City Hall. 
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(2) Bid Deposits. When deemed necessary 
by the Agent, bid deposits shall be pre- 
seribed in the public notices inviting bids. 
Unsuccessful bidders shall be entitled to 
return of surety where the Agent has re- 
quired such. A successful bidder shall for- 
feit any surety required within ten (10) 
days after the award. 


(3) Bid Opening Procedure. 


(a) Sealed. Bids shall be submitted sealed 
to the Agent and shall be identified as 
bids on the envelope, 


(b) Opening. All bids shall be opened in 
public in the Council room by the Agent 
at the time designated in the notice of 
letting and shall be reported by the Agent 
to the Council at its next regular meeting. 


(c) Tabulation. A tabulation of all bids 
received shall be posted for public inspec- 
tion. 


(4) Rejection of Bids. The Council may 
reject any or all bids, parts of all bids, or 
all bids for any one or more supplies or 
contractual services included in the pro- 
posed contract, when the public interest 
will be served thereby. 


(a) Bidders in Default to City. The Agent 
shall not accept the bid of a contractor 
who is in default on the payment of taxes, 
licenses or other monies due the City. 


(5) Award of Contract. 


(a) Authority. The Council shall have 
the authority to award contracts within 
the purview of this Ordinance. 


(b) Lowest Responsible Bidder. Contracts 
shall be awarded to the lowest rrsponsible 
bidder. In determining ‘“‘lowest responsible 
bidder,’”’ in addition to price, the Council 
shall consider: 


(b-1) The ability, capacity and skill of 
the bidder to perform the contract or pro- 
vide the service required ; 


(b-2) Whether the bidder can perform 
the contract or provide the service prompt- 
ly, or within the time specified, without 
delay or interferences ; 


(b-3) The character, integrity, reputa- 
tion, judgmest, experience and efficiency 
of the bidder; 


(b-4) The quality of performance of 
previous contracts or services; 


(b-5) The previous and existing com- 
pliance by the bidder with laws and 
ordinances relating to the contract or 
service ; 


(b-6) The sufficiency of the financial re- 
sources and ability of the bidder to per- 
form the contract or provide the service: 
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(b-7) The quality, availability and adapt- 
ability of the supplies, or contractual serv- 
ices to the particular use required ; 


(b-8) The ability of the bidder to pro- 
vide future maintenance and service for 
the use of the subject of the contract; 


(b-9) The number and scope of condi- 
tions attached to the bid. 


(c) Award to Other Than Low Bidder. 
When the award is not given to the lowest 
bidder, a full and complete statement of 
the reasons for placing the order elsewhere 
shall be prepared by the Agent and filed 
with the other papers relating to the 
transaction. 


(d) Tie Bids. 


(d-1) Local Vendors. If all bids received 
are for the same total amount or unit 
price, quality and service being equal, the 
contract shall be awarded to a local bidder. 


(d-2) Outside Vendors. Where subsection 
(d-1) is not in effect, the Council shall 
award the contract to one of the tie bidders 
by drawing lots in public. 


(e) Performance Bonds. The Agent shall 
have the authority to require a perform- 
ance bond, before entering a contract in 
such amount as he shall find reasonably 
necessary to protect the best interests of 
the City. 


(6) Prohibition Against Subdivision. No 
contract or purchase shall be subdivided 
to avoid the requirements of this Section. 


Section 11. Open Market Procedure. All 
purchases of supplies, and contractual serv- 
ices, and all sales of personal property 
which has become obsolete and unusable, 
of less than the estimated value of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) shall be made in 
the open market, without newspaper adver- 
tisement and without observing the pro- 
cedure prescribed by Section 10 for the 
award of formal contracts. 


(1) Minimum Number of Bids. All open 
market purchases shall, wherever possible, 
be based on at least three competitive bids, 
and shall be awarded to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder in accordance with the 
standards set forth in subsection (5) (b) 
of Section 10 above. 


(2) Notice of Inviting Bids. The Agent 
shall solicit bids by (a) direct mail request 
to prospective vendors, (b) by telephone 
and (c) by public notice posted on the 
bulletin board of the City Hall. 


(3) Recording. The Agent shall keep a 
record of all open market orders and the 
bids submitted in competition thereon, and 
such records shall also be open to public 
inspection. 


Section 12. Petty Expenditures Revolving 
Fund. There is hereby appropriated out of 
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any money in the City Treasury, not 
otherwise appropriated, —-.-................. 
hundred dollars ($-...--...-.....), which 
shall be known as the Petty Expenditures 
Revolving Fund. From this Fund shall be 
paid all purchases not in excess of...

(1) Accounting. At the end of each 
month, the Agent shall render to the Con- 
troller a statement showing the actual 
expenditures for each using agency 580 
made out of such Petty Expenditures Re- 
volving Fund, and the City Treasurer shall 
reimburse said revolving fund for such 
expenditures in the same manner as other 
expenditures of such using agencies are 
paid. 


(2) Rules and Regulations. The Agent 
shall promulgate rules and regulations for 
use of the Petty Expenditures Revolving 
Fund, 


Section 13. Central Warehousing. The 
Agent shall: control and supervise store- 
rooms and warehouses and shall administer 
the Storerooms Revolving Fund. 


(1) Storerooms Revolving Fund. There 
is hereby appropriated out of any money 
in the City Treasury, not otherwise ap- 
propriated,  .................thousand dollars 
| eae ) which shall be known as 
the Storerooms Revolving Fund. 


(a) Accounting procedure. Requisitions 
from supplies, in a storeroom or ware- 
house shall be credited by the Agent to 
the Storerooms Revolving Fund by a 
charge against the appropriation of the 
using Agency. 


(b) Inventory. The Agent shall maintain 
a perpetual inventory record of all mate- 
rials, supplies or equipment stored in 
storerooms and warehouses. 


Section 14. Price Agreement Contract 
Procedure. The Head of the using agency 
shall have the authority to submit req- 
uisitions to the Agent for supplies avail- 
able under the terms of a “price agree- 
ment” contract made by the Agent. 


Section 15. Emergency Purchases, 


(1) By Agent. In case of an apparent 
emergency which requires immediate pur- 
chase of supplies or contractual services, 
the Chief Administrator shall be empowered 
to authorize the Agent to secure by open 
market procedure as herein setforth, at 
the lowest obtainable price, any supplies 
or contractual services regardless of the 
amount of the expenditure. 


(a) Recorded Explanation. A full report 
of the circumstances of an emergency pur- 
chase shall be filed by the Agent with the 
City Council and shall be entered in the 
minutes of the Council and shall be open 
to public inspection.

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(2) By Head of Departments. In case 
of actual emergency, and with the consent 
of the Agent, and the approval of the 
Chief Administrator, the head of any using 
agency may purchase directly any supplies 
whose immediate procurement is essential 
to prevent delays in the work of the using 
agency which may vitally affect the life, 
health or convenience of citizens. 


(a) Recorded Explanation. The head of 
such using agency shall send to the Agent 
a requisition and a copy of the delivery 
record together with a full written report 
of the circumstances of the emergency. 
The report shall be filed with the Council 
as provided in sub-section (a) above. 


(b) Emergency Procedure. The Agent 
shall prescribe by rules and regulations 
the procedure under which emergency pur- 
chases by heads of using agencies may be 
made. 


Section 16. Inspection and Testing. The 
Agent shall inspect, or supervise the in- 
spection of, all deliveries of supplies or 
contractual services to determine their con- 
formance with the specifications set forth 
in the order or contract.

The Agent shall have the authority to 
authorize using agencies having the staff 
and facilities for adequate inspection to 
inspect all deliveries made to such using 
agencies under rules and regulations which 
the Agent shall prescribe.

Section 18. Cooperative Purchasing. The 
Agent shall have the authority to join 
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with other units of government in cooper- 
ative purchasing plans when the best 
interests of the city would be served 
thereby. 


Section 19. Any person violating any

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Cameron and Roger Massman) approxi- 
mately twenty (twenty-four planned for 
1963-64) watchmen on foot and seven golf 
course rangers. Departmental facilities, 
(parks, playgrounds, ice rinks, recreation 
buildings) have been increased and there 
has been a corresponding increase in total 
park use since Roger Massman was added 
to the department in July, 1960. 


Since that time Cameron and Massman 
have had to gradually increase their hours 
on the job in order to check the buildings, 
train and supervise watchmen and rangers, 
seek out and bring in vandals that have 
done damage to the parks and make the 
needful contacts to keep our parks running 
smoothly. Friendly relationship with the 
neighborhood boys is a great deterrent to 
vandalism, but time is required to make 
such contacts.

This ma- 
chine could not go under the S. Pennsyl- 
vania underpass. I believe it is necessary 
that all our equipment be able to travel all 
our streets. 


We also asked for quotations on tree 
trimming tools as an option: Hughes-Kee- 
nan “Skyworker” uses air tools, Brevitz 
“Hi Ranger’? uses hydraulic tools, and 
Truck & Trailer “Strato-Tower’’ uses air 
tools. Under the present budget, we recom- 
mend purchase of only the tower unit. The 
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optional tree trimming tools can be pur- 
chased at a later time, if use of such tools 
would be necessary. 


Therefore, we recommend that the Coun- 
cil approve the purchase of the Truck & 
Trailer Equipment ‘‘Strato-Tower” as be- 
ing the lowest and best bid under the 
specifications.
